Summary of Hetus from the Far East. 


CHINA. 
PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 


follows :— 

The Tientsin Customs difficulty is in statu quo. Subjoined is 
a translation of a third proclamation which has been issued by 
the Taoutai in regard to the levy of Ji-kin taxes. It will be 
seen that he is thoroughly determined in the matter, and his 

ersistency seems to be causing much uneasiness among the 
hinese traders. Trade is almost completely unhinged ; there 
is next to nothing doing, and no reliable quotations can be 
iven. The merchants say that if they comply with the 
aoutai’s demand for the immediate | phemees of their dues 
they have no guarantee against a second exaction when the new 
Taoutai comes into office. 

After duty has been paid at the Foreign Custom-House by Chinese 
merchants on their native goods imported per foreign vessels, the 
triplicate certificates then given should be taken the same day to the 
Native Revenue office for payment of the taxes there. Such is the re- 

lation as established by H.E. Chung-how, ex-Superintendent of 

rade, after a memorial to the Throne on the subject, as stated in my 
previous proclamation. Of the above-mentioned stamped triplicate 
certificates, one is handed to the merchant that he may repair with it 
to the Revenue-office, one is retained on file for reference in the 
Foreign Custom-House, and one in the Custom’s Taoutai’s Yamen. 
Now, from the month of July last to the time when the river 
closed, there were filed over one thousand certificates, of which 
entry had not been made at the Revenue-office. No wonder the 
receipts of revenue last year were so small, and the total deficit so 
unusually large! Those who evaded the taxes during those six months 
are liable to punishment according to law; but, out of compassion for 
the merchants, this penalty is graciously remitted. But in order that 
any hope to continue former practices may not be encouraged, explicit 
rules have now been made, On the 22nd of March a reliable deputy 
will be sent from the Revenue-office, provided with a file of triplicate 
certificates, and he will visit each merchant to compare these cer- 
tificates. If it is found that the taxes have been paid, either 
by the merchant or his broker, the certificates will be cancelled, 
and no further taxes required on them. By the 27th March all 
goods upon which taxes have not been paid must be reported for 
payment of such arrears. Penalties will be imposed upon those who 
do not report within this fixed time. This arrangement must be re- 
garded as an exceptional favour. Punishment incurred for past 
evasions of the taxes is remitted, and goods which have already paid 
the taxes need not pay again. The examination now to be made, and 
the time allowed for payment of arrears, is no small privilege. If any 
merchant persists in practising evasion or concealment instead of for- 
saking his errors, thus making light of what pertains to the Public Re- 
venue,—such an one will be made to feel the rigor of the law and have

change. But it is to be feared that only in few cases does this 
principle guide the selection. Too manv are, as the Censor 
ts out, cases of rank speculation, in which the purchaser re- 
ies on the profita of office to re-imbutse him for his: outlay in 
baying a post. A system of purchase of office is, in fact, certain 
to produce corruption. 
othing is yet known with certainty as to when the Governor- 
General may be expected back in Tientsin. The new Customs’ 
Taoutai is expected here every day from Kwangtung, of which 
he is a native. The Tientsin Chinese dealers have stored a large 
y hale of their late importations in the premises of the foreign 
rms of the British Settlement ; from which we judge that the 
owners of the goods are not yet prepared to pay the Taoutai’s 
so-called Barrier dues or taxes on their acods: the produce of 
China, Perhaps they are waiting the arrival of the new Cus- 
toms’ Taoutai, in the hope that he may return to the custom of 
payments of former years. 

- In regard to the disturbances in the district of Tsze-chow, all 
I have earl since last writing was that the people had taken to 
the hills or mountains with their families, which means, I fancy, 
to protect the latter against the Imperial forces. I cannot learn 
that the rising amongst the people of Tsze-chow is deemed a 
serious affair by the Government officials here. The powerful 
force which the Governor-General has at his command would 
soon put down any disaffected band in this province. 

An edict in the Gazette of the 28th February reveals a curious 
custom that every Emperor, on ascending the Throne, inscribes 
a tablet to be suspended in the temple of Confucius at Kueb-li. 
The present representative of the Sage’s family apparently comes 
to Peking to carry back the token of Imperial grace. 

Some of the Shanghai tribute grain-junks arrived here on the 
16th March, the first of the season. On the 14th an English 
sailing vessel arrived, the third sailing craft of the season. The 
French gunboat Cowleuvre has left here for Saigon. On the 12th 
we had rain from noon till after dark, our first rain at Tientsin 
this year ; and since then the air has been mild and like spring 
weather. Since the 11th no wild-fowl have been seen, so Tsp: 
pose they have all already gone North. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
March ; the P. and O. mail from London, Feb. 5, was received 
on the 20th March. The following summary of news is from 
the North China Herald :— 


The annual general meeting of the Shanghai Rowing Club 
was held on the 22nd March. The report and accounts for the 
past year, which represented the affairs of the Club as flourish- 
ing, were passed unanimously. Four of the old committee, 
Messrs. D. Glass, Haselwood, Fuller and Muller, were re-elected 
to that office, and Mr. Batt was elected on the committee, and 
also as Captain of the Club, in the place of Mr. R. W. Little, 
who has gone home.—Several interesting topics were discussed, 
and resolutions carried, the chief of which was for the proposed 
removal of the upper boat-house, which has become inconvenient 
through the silting up of mud. 

A meeting has been held at the Club, to consider a pro- 

1 for the establishment of a Drag Hunt Club. Mr. A. J. 
ow was voted to the chair ; and the following were present— 
Messrs. Howie, J. B. Irving, J. J. Keswick, W. V. Drummond, 
P. Moller, A. Milsom, G. F. Goodfellow, W. Wulff, A. Hinckley, 
J. E. Waller, A. R. Burkill, 8. Daly, G. A. Lindsay, A. M‘Leod, 
T. Nelson, H. W. Daniel, E. H. Gore-Booth, F. Reid, and D. 
Brand. A preliminary meeting had been held on the 19th 
February, at which a provisional committee were elected, by 
whom a code of rules had been drawn up, Mr. Howie acting as 
hon. secretary. The Chairman, in opening the business of the 
resent meeting said the intention was to start with forty mem- 
rs, who had already been obtained, and that new members 
would be proposed, seconded, and balloted for in the ordi- 
nary way. A pack of sixteen couples of hounds would be 
got out from home, and placed at first under the care 
of a native huntsman, but it was thought likely, for 
various reasons, that the services of a foreign huntsman 
would be necessary. Some other details were mentioned, 
amongst which were the erection of suitable kennels (for which 
a site had been obtained on the premises of Messrs. Crofts and 
Sewjee), the cost and maintenance of the hounds, &., all of 
which were explained satisfactorily. It was asked if the 
posed new hunt would interfere with the Paper Hunt Club, to 
which a reply was given that tro interference could result, and 
that the Paper Hunt would be maintained as usual. On the 
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motion of. Mr. Daly, seconded by Mr. Burkill, the following 
were elécted as the permanent committee of the Drag Hunt: 
Messrs. Drommond, Burkill, How, Howie, and Keswick. The 
rules as drawn up by thé provisional committee were agreed to, 
and the metting terfadnatéd with a vote of thanks to the Chair- 
man. . 

The usual fortnightly entertainment given by the Shangha 
Temperance Society took place on the 2nd Maroh, amd was nu- 


‘merously atteuded. Mr.C. P. Blethen occupied the chair. The 


programme was varied and pleasing, and everything passed off 
satisfactorily. We hear that the comaiitiios of tie society are 
already considering the question of finding other suitable pre+ 
mises, the present building being required in thé autumu for 
municipal purposes. There is some talk of erecting # hall, to 
afford. the same kind of accommodation, and to be conducted 
similarly to the present one. The general feeling among the 
members is that this would be the best course to pursue, if the 
somewhat difficult problem of funds could be solved, and of this 
there seems little doubt. 


The Municipal Reports have more than usual interest. Th 
ec of encroachment on the Yang-king-pang creek, and of 
the cost of bridges over that pellucid stream, have been occupy- 
ing the attention of the two Councils. The first is to be sub- 
mitted to the arbitration of Mesers. Medhurst and Godeaux. 
The second is at a deadlock. 

The election of members to the Municipal Council will take 
place on the 6th and 7th April, Nomination papers have been 
circulated. 

Judgment has been delivered in the U.S. Consular Court, in 
the case of the Municipal Council v. W. H. Fogg, in favour of 
the plaintiffs. 

A launch has taken place at Messrs. S. C. Farnham and Co.’s. 
lower yard of a very fine steam yacht. Her length is seventy- 
eight feet, twelve feet beam, and depth eleven feet six inches. 
She is built with Malava framing and teak planking and decks, 
and is designed either for pleasure or service. The guards, 
which project about two feet from the side, give a clenr passage 
all round. The cabins (three in number), viz, saloon, ladies” 
cabin, and forward saloon, are well ventilated and are to 
be handsomely fitted with teak, walnut, and white woods, 
relieved with mouldings of white and gold, which, with red 
plush upholstery, will produce a pleasing effect. The mast, 
funnel, and wheel-house are so constructed that they can be 
lowered at any moment, thereby increasing her value for up- 
country service—whenever permission to run steamers up- 
country may be given. Her engines are 12-inch high pressure. 
15-h.p. nominal, working up to 45-h.p. Her bunkers can 
contain sufficient coal for five to six days’ steaming, day and 
night. The little vessel was christened Lillie by Miss Blethen, 
who dashed a bottle of crystal water against the bows as she 
started from the ways. 

A match at bowls between the Senior and Junior alleys has 
been played. The Seniors won all four games on their own 
alleys, and the first on the Junior alleys—thus scoring the five 
out of eight without interruption. The usual annual challenge 
match between the two Clubs is likely to be played in the 
autumn. 

It is satisfactory to know that recruiting for the S.V.C., both 
horse and foot, has been brisk of late. No. 1 Rifle Corps has 
been considerably reinforced, and the recruits have been drilling 
actively. The roll of the Rangers, too, has been raised to twenty- 
seven, and some seventeen of these were out for drill on Satur- 
day afternoon.—We have always said there is no reason why 
Shanghai should not be able to boast a volunteer. corps five 
hundred strong, and we would like to see the present rate of 
enlistment continue till that number is made up. 

M. Rémusat has given another concert in the Masonic Hall. 
The programme was a particularly interesting one, comprising a 
Symphony by Haydn, and Overture by Kalliwoda, a charming 
song for Soprano, and a variety of other good things too numerous 
to mention. Perhaps the most interesting number of ail was 
Balfe’s famous Rose Song from J/ Talismano, the last composi- 
tion of the gifted Irish maestro, whose genius extorted recogni- 
tion from one of the speakers at the late St. Patrick’s dinner. 

Although the time for holding the first Shanghai Horticul- 
tural Show is somewhat distant, considerable iuterest is already 
felt in its success, and it is hoped that, in accordance with the 
announcement, there will be numerous exhibitors of flowers, 
fruit, shrubs, &c., “ whether grown by themselves or by others, 
and whether grown in Shanghai, or imported from elsewhere.” 
This is an excellent arrangement, as giving the Show a much 
wider scope than it would otherwise ses ; and, added to the 
rule that contributors may exhibit without competing for prizes, 
should go a long way towards helping to complete the exhibition. 
Given fine weather, a few pleasant hours among flowers and 
music may be certainly anticipated. 

A mob of very good looking griffins has been offered for sale 
at the Horse Bazaar, and realised prices ranging from Tls. 40 to 
Tls. 165. Only one peny reached the top figure ; the others sold 

ed from Tls. 90 downwards. 
r. Alabaster has left for Hankow, to take over charge of the 
British Consulate from Mr. Hughes, who goes home on leave. 
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The French Gas Company refuse to lower the price of gas ; so 
the French Council purpose submitting their coutract with the 
company to a lawyer at Saigon for his interpretation. 

A Chinese barber went into an opium shop in the Fukien-road 
-on the 19th March, and after he had sat there a little while 
bleod was seen issuing from his mouth and neck. One of the 
other natives in the shop ran to the Louza police station, and 

ve information that the man was sick. On assistance arriving 
it was found that he had cut his throat with a knife, inflicting a 
shocking wound. As yap as possible he was removed to the 
Ga hospital, but died soon after his admission. No reason 
has been given for the suicide. 

The steamer Fusiyamé came into collision with an empty 
cargo-boat while steaming up the river abreast of the Soochow 
creek. The boat was cut in two, but the crew, a boy and a man, 
were saved by the steamer’s people. The accident was caused 
by the carelessness of the boat people, who insisted in attempt- 
ing to cross the vessel’s bow, although warned not to do 80. 

well-known yacht Phantom has been sold at auction for 
Tis. 176. Mr. C. P. Blethen was the purchaser. 

Captain Wilson, of the ship Champion of the Seas, reports that 
in lat. 27 43 S., and long. 28 33 W., ie sighted a dismasted ship, 
and on nearing her discovered what remained of the name was, 
“ The Found—Liver.” ({ The Foundling, of Liverpool). The 
vessel was on fire, and Captain Wilson estimates that there were 
some 400 tons of coal in a fierce glow still in the hold. Every 
particle of woodwork had been destroyed, and her sides were 
nearly red hot, emitting steam as she rolled in the sea-way. A 
bright lookout was kept for any of the crew who might be in 
boats or on rafts, but no sign of them was seen, and it is believed 
that they must have been picked up, as they and the ship were 
directly in the track of vessels. There can hardly be any doubt 
as to the name of the unfortunate vessel, and we may add that 
Captain Wilson knew her, she having left Liverpool a few days 
previous to the Champion of the Seas. 

Several changes are spoken of as likely to occur among the 
Officials of this province. We hear that the brother of the late 
Tseng Kwo-fan, named Tseng-Kwo-tsiin, has been appointed 
Viceroy of the two Kiang. The present Acting Viceroy is to go 
back to Kiangse as Futai. The Futai of this province has ap- 
pointed Sung-ting to be the Che-hien of Shanghai. The present 
Che-hien will shortly be promoted. That a man who has dis- 
tinguished himself by inflicting more torture than any other 
magistrate who has lately held the t should be leaving on 
any terms is a subject for congratulation. We also hear that 
the late Acting Futai of Kwang-tung is to be the Chief Justice 
af Fokhien. 

Our Newchwang correspondent writes :—“‘ We have had no 
mail from Chefoo since the one which left that place on the 2nd 
J mycin and fear the messenger has either been lost in crossing 
the Gulf, or that the bags have been pillaged on the way. As a 
band of robbers is officially reported to have been on the south- 
ern road during February, the latter contingency is not unlikely. 
Geese are flying over, which is a good sign for spring, but the 
thermometer still marks ten deg. at night, and we have occasional 
falls of snow. There is not any business doing to boast of, but 
natives are purchasing pulse and oil for shipment when the port 

so that we may look for good freights.” 

The natives affirm that the Tientsin Zikin trouble is not yet 
removed, but foreigners at that port advise a good demand for 
most kinds of Grey Cotton Goods, and report sales of Jeans, T- 
Cloths, &., at better prices. Moreover, the Northern men 
stationed here have been inquiring after such articles within the 
last day or two, and heavy transactions in Jeans and Drills (of 
T-Cloths there are few of the desired qualities in stock) have 
been booked. The natural inference from this rather anomalous 
state of matters is, either that the native dealers have been 
making the most of the occasion, or that they, specially, are the 
objects of Taoutai Sun’s persecution. Indeed, both these con- 
clusions are borne out--the first by the business going on at 
Tientsin and on this market, and the second by Sun’s last pro- 
clamation. 





FOOCHOW. 
The subjoined items of intelligence from this port are taken 
from the Foockow Herald of the 18th March :— 
The new Emperor, Kwang-Sen, was officially proclaimed at 
this place on the 13th March. The mourning blue has been re- 
by the ordinary red trappings, but the edict against shav- 
ing and theatrical performances will remain in force for the full 


period of 100 days. Barbers and actors must be in fine feather 
ust now. Several of the native inhabitants have been severely 
betes and cangued for refusing to comply with the mourning 


ordinances consequent upon the death of the late Emperor. 

The Local Government are, we understand, about to engage 
the services of a first-class civil engineer to report on the con- 
dition of the river between the Bridge and Pagoda Anchorage, 
as well as to devise the best practical means of deepening the 
channel abreast of the arsenal. The steam dredges will be 
ordered as soon as these preliminaries are settled. 

Monsicur Giquel will be accompanied on his homeward trip 
by a few Chinese stadents. It will, we understand, be a part of 
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M. Giquel’s mission to arrange for the instruction of these youths, 
in modern arts and sciences, at the best public schools in France 
and England. The Chinese Government may be congratulated 
upon this wise step towards improving its relations with West- 
ern nations. We wish all success to the enterprise. 

Mr. Sinclair, for many years Her Majesty's faithful represen- 
tative at this port, takes his departure homeward, with Mrs. 
Sinclair, per Yesso. The best les of the community go with 
him. It is uncertain whether he will return; but we i ine 
he can hardly divorce himself from China permanently, while he 
has health and strength for his work. Mr. Pedder, his successor, 
is expected here early in April. 

The Min Magistrate went down toward the lower part of his 
district some days ago, with a force of 1,000 soldiers. A report 
was abroad that he had gone to arrest and punish the people 
who destroyed the telegraph. There is not probably the slightest 
truth in the report, as the depredations were mainly committed 
in the Fub-tsing district, where the Min Magistrate has no 
jurisdiction. It 1s more likely that he has gone to stop some of 
the clan fighting which is so prevalent in the southern part of 
the district. 

Severe fighting is reported from Formosa. The aborigines are 
said to be well armed—hetter, in fact, than the Chinese troops.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the lst April ; the 


French mail from London Feb. 12 was received on the 25th 
March, and the following P. and O. mail of Feb. 19 arrived out 
on the 30th March. The following items of intelligence are 
from the China Mail :— 


We have reason to believe that a communication of rather an 
important character has been circulated by Mr. Wade to various 
banke and mercantile houses at the open ports. It appears that 
the successful issue of the negotiations between the Provincial 
authorities and the Hong Kong and Shanghai and Oriental 
Banks have created a strong and not unnatural idea on the part 
of other people with spare capital to invest to share the harvest 
of which the first fruits will fall to those well established institu- 
tions.

Jardine, Matheson, and Co.—he will do what lies in his power 
to give the usual aid to his fellow-subjects. Mr. Wade has it 
would seem acted with commendable prudence in this res 
It cannot be expected that he should bi called upon to enforee 
claims against the Central Government which they have never 
acknowledged. We have been all along expecting to hear that 
some one had burnt their fingers by nevotiating with irrespon- 
sible officials, without ascertaining that their action was endorsed 
at Peking, and this confirms our belief that some danger was 
being run in many quarters. 

We understand that there is considerable excitement among 
the Roman Catholic and Protestant Missions with reference to 
the bearing which the “ Marriage Ordinance, 1874,” has on the 
privileges they have hitherto enjoyed and the interests now 
atfected by this Ordinance, the second reading of which will take 
place to-morrow. The Roman Catholicclergy, we believe, espe- 
cially oppose the legislation of civil marriage, which opens a door 
to any refractory member or excommunicated member of their 
Church to get married in spite of the interdict of the priest. They, 
like some of the Protestant Missionaries, could hitherto, or at 
any rate did hitherto, marry whom they liked to marry and 
divorce whom they chose to divorce. If the Ordinance passes 
ita second reading, both priest and missionary will be liable to 
heavy penalties if they tie the fatal knot without the previous 
issue of a(certifieate by the Registrar, and as to obtaining a 
divorce, the only ibility of such a thing (for non-catholics) 
is appeal to the Divorce Court in England. But the Ordinance 
takes away also from priest and missionary the keeping of the 
marriage register and whatever privileges may have been con- 
nected with that dut. . 

A Naval Court was held on the 23rd March, at H.B.M. 
Consulate, Amoy, under the presidency of Lieutenant Orme 
Webb, H. M. 8. Growler, to inquire into the circumstances of 
the stranding of the British schooner 7relevan Family on the 
7th inst. The following are the facts of the case :—The 7 relevan 
Family, under a charter to Messrs. Boyd and Co. of Amoy, left 
for Takao on the 7th March. The master was not sober when 
he went on board the ship just after she was aweigh, and before 
she was clear of the Chau-chat rocks went below to sleep, his 
example being followed by the mate. The ship, left in charge 
of the boatswain, bumped on the rocks, and this olficer 
went to endeavour to waken the master, but was unsuc- 
cessful He then tried the mate, and met with the 
same results, Left to himself, he got her off the 
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reef, and made the best of his way back towards 
Amoy, when he was boarded outside by the owners, Mr. Tre- 
levan and Mr. Wilson, of Messrs. Wilson, Nichols, and Co. 
These gentlemen on going on board found the captain and mate 
still drunk, and incapable of movement. The vessel was subse- 
uently brought in by a pilot, and docked, when no important 
e was found to have been done her. The Court severely 
censured the captain and mate, and suspended their certificates 
for a period of nine months. Comment (says the Maz) on this 
is needless. A more disgraceful case it would be hard to imagine, 
and the culprits may congratulate themselves on having received 
a very merciful sentence. . : 

It is stated that active measures are in course of completion 
to open up Formosa to Chinese snlerpie in a way calculated 
to properly develop the resources of that island’ The recent 
memorial to the Throne upon the subject has evidently had a 
good effect, as orders have been issued to the mandarias of For- 
mosa to afford every aid and protection to immigrants, a number 
of whom are stated to be setting out from the ports of Swatow, 
Amoy and Foochow, for the purpose of settling there. Chinese 
reports place the number of families thus seeking fresh woods 
and pastures new at two thousand, which would give a probable 
average of 8,000 individuals, who would carry with them at 
least the habits of a far higher civilisation than that of the 
aborigines. We do not learn what specific measures are to be 
taken for the protection of the eae irae but understand that. 
troops are to be sent over to “ pacify” the natives in the first 
instance. No doubt the end in view will be somehow achieved, 
the Chinese having a good reputation as successful colonists. 
The impulse which such a movement oe give to the sugar 
and camphor trades is not -to be despised, and if, as reported, 
the coffee plant will also thrive in Formosa, the Chinese agri- 
culturist is just the man to make its cultivation pay. 

A Commission has been appointed by the Acting Governor, 
consisting of several officials and two or three merchants, to take 
into consideration the scheme recently promulgated for the ex- 
tension of the Praya seawards, at the western end of the Settle- 
ment, and also for the reconstruction of the Praya wall. The 
reclamation scheme has not been made public, but we under- 
stand that the work in question is proposed by a number of 
Chinese merchants residing in the neighbourhood of Bonham 
Strand. The practicability and expediency of this project will 
engage the attention of the Commission, and whatever may be 
the result of the inquiry to that direction, we trust that at all 
evonts there will be a plan developed for constructing a Praya 
wall which will be thoroughly typhoon-proof. 

We have of late drawn marked attention to the increasing 
power of the Chinese native press, and we note with much in- 
terest any manifestations of fresh enterprise in this direction. 
The latest candidate for provincial favour is a little sheet issued 
at Foochow under the title of “ Foochow-wen-chien-lu.” Printed 
of course on native paper, its first number gives a collection of 
rather ancient news items—the Court Circular, for instance, 
being over a month old. Still itis “a newspaper,” and such 
may and doubtless will develop into a lever affecting the public 
opinion of its district. The native press of Hong Kong and 
Shanghai has already assumed a most important position in this 
regard, and we now get more than occasional glimpses of how 
our actions glee to eyes trained under a vastly different system 
to our own. Foochow is about to share the advantages of its 
sister ports, and the fact merits notice. 

His Excellency the Viceroy of Canton, accompanied by his 
suite, numbering twenty in all, arrived on the 29th March in 
the P. and O. steamer Avoca, from Shanghai. The Avoca on her 
arrival went alongside the company’s wharf at Possession Point, 
where she was immediately boarded by several steam-launches, 
and gigs, and numbers of mandarins of various grades of rank, 
many of the latter bearing big bundles of highly-coloured com- 
plimentary cards and addresses under their arms. Owing to the 
national mourning, H.E.’s reception was of a quiet nature. He 
did not land, but proceeded to Canton in the steamer Powan, 
which he had chartered for the occasion. He has fixed the 3lst 
March as the time for taking over the Viceregal seal. 

The Captain Superintendent of Police, in view of the strong 
public feeling respecting the dog nuisance, has issued a notifica- 
tion to the effect that ownerless dogs found at large will be dealt 
with by the police, and that any dogs found at large at night 
run the risk of confiscation and destruction. 

A meeting of the shareholders of the Chinese Insurance Com- 
pany (Limited) took place on the 25th March. There were pre- 
sent :—-Messrs. André (Chairman), Belilios, Seaman, Geary, 
Burrows, Kerr, Grant, Jameson, Wheeler, Nicaise, Mac-Iver, 
Fung Tang, Pow Chow, Hall, Baker, and Capt. Cairns. 

The notice of meeting having been read, the Chairman referred to 
the satisfactory working of the past year; had it not been for the heavy 


losses by the wreck of the s.s. Mongol, and the burning of the P.M.S.S. ; 


Japan, the results would have been more satisfactory. There was an 
actual increase of some $25,000 over the previous year’s working, 
though the amount of premia realised was less. This was owing to the 
increased rate of bonus returned to the shippers. The business of the 
present year compared favourably with that of last year, and up to the 
present moment no material losses had occurred. He would propuse 
the adoption of the report. This motion, having been seconded by 
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Captain Cairns, was carried. The election of Messrs. André and Be- 
lilios as directors was then proposed by Mr. Geary and seconded by Mr. 
Mac-Iver. It was likewise carried, as was the proposition by Mr. Bur- 
rows, seconded by Mr. Belilios, for the re-election of Messrs. Nicaise 
and Mac-Iver as auditors. This closed the business of the meeting, 
and a vote of thanks was proposed to the directors and general agente. 

The steamer Yuen-tze-fee, bound from Amvy to Shanghai, 
went on shore at Dod’s Island in a dense fog on the 28th March. 
The steamer Douglas left Amoy on the 29th to render assistance, 
but returned 'again with the news that the Yuzn-tee-fee was a 
total wreck. ‘The crew were all saved, and returned in the 
Douglas to Amoy. 

We are glad to learn that sufficient funds have at length been 
subscribed to enable the Committee of the Victoria Recreation 
Club to rebuild the boat-house and gymnasium. There is also 
every probability of the bath-house being proceeded with. The 
work will be commenced forthwith. . 

The first prize of the last Manila lottery fell to this colony. 
It was won by a Parsee gentleman and a Chinese compradore, 
each owning half aticket. The lucky Chinaman is employed 
in the Great Northern Telegraph Company. 

The 22nd March being the anniversary of the birth of the 
Emperor of Germany the German vessels in port and various 
ar of business were decorated with flags. No salutes were 
“pit owing, we presume, to there being no German war vessel ’ 

ere. 

The opening service in St. Paul’s College Chapel was held on 
the 21st March. An excellent sermon was preached by the 
Bishop to a congregation which was literally overflowing, there 
being scarcely room for all present. 

A number of his friends intend to entertain the Postmaster-

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


—)— 
SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 8th 


April. No later mail from London had arrived out, the P. and 
O. mail of 5th March, which was due on the 5th April, having 
been delayed through the breaking down of the machinery of 
the steamer Gwalior. The following summary of the news is 


from the Strarts Times :— 

Captain Speedy, the Assistant Resident of Laroot, has made a 
report on the condition of the province under his charge, extend- 
ing up to the 3lst December last. The good effect of Sir Andrew 
Clarke’s settlement of the disturbances that had so long kept the 
country in turmoil, and of the policy of active supervision then 
inaugurated, are clearly to be seen in the unexampled prosperity 
that has immediately resulted. Not only did the Chinese at 
once set to work to put the old tin mines in order, but 
in addition to the thirty mines formerly worked ninety 
new ones have been opened, so that the tin product 
of that province will most likely be quadrupled during 
the present year. The mining towns have also been rebuilt, the 
population is rapidly increasing, and, heartily tired of an aimless 
and unprofitable warfare, the Chinese are now anxious to devote 
their attention to productive labour. This picture is in striking 
contrast to the almost deserted condition of the-province only a 
short year ago, when anarchy, riot, and piracy prevailed to such 
an extent as to render imperative the interference of the British 
Government, and shows the immense benefit that has directly 
accrued to that territory under the new policy of protective super- 
vision. The Resident of Perak has not yet sent in his report, 
but it is expected shortly. 

The Committee of the Visiting Justices nuw inquiring into the 
late outbreak in the criminal prison have not yet concluded their 
sittings, and the result of their investigations will probably not 
transpire for some time. They visited Pulo Obin on the 27th 
March in order the better to consider a proposal to transfer the 
prisoners to thatisland. There is, however, considerable popular 
prejudice against the removal of the jail to so great a distance 
from the Settlement. Meantime, the Government has relieved 
the criminal prison of the custody of prisoners in revenue cases, 
and those undergoing imprisonment for nonpayment of fine, 
these being transferred to the prison formerly buows as Her 
Majesty’s Jail. 4 

he system of dividing the work of the Police-court among 
a number of Justices of the Peace sitting in tarn as magistrates, 
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which has been tried here for the past few months, was promi- 
nently brought before a meeting of the Justices held at the Ex- 
change Rooms last Monday afternoon, when a resolution was 
a declaring that after wins the plan a fair trial the work 

been found to press too envi y upon the time of the unoffi- 
cial Justices, and recommending, instead, the appointment of a 
second “a saatrd istrate—a recommendation the Govern- 
ment will probably find it necessary soon to adopt. 

A serious case of wrecking has been reported to the police. A 
tongkang laden with gambier and pepper, valued at over $2,000, 
coming round from Rhio to Singapore, and having crew and pas- 
sa Sls to the number of nearly thirty souls, struck on a sunken 
rock or a stake, and filled and sank in a few minutes. The crew 
and passengers all managed to reach some fishing stakes near 
the spot, and clung to these until they were taken OP by some 
Malay fishing boats, which, for a consideration, brought them all 
to Singapore. The men who had charge of the wrecked boat 
and cargo at once bargained with four boats to go to the wreck 
and salve it, but on nearing the place saw, over the wreck, some 
fishing boats, which hastily pulled off in an opposite direction. 
It was found that the wreckers had done their work thoroughly, 
as not a reece remained of the cargo, and the mast, sails, and 
every movable thing had been taken from the sunken boat. It 
is suspected the wreckers bave gone to Rhio. 

The Spring Race-meeting of the Singapore Sporting Club 
took place last week, affording three days’ excellent sport. 
Owing to the continued rains, the course was in a very miry 
condition, and told very heavily upon the horses. The running 
was, however, very under the circumstances, and the 
meeting was a thorough success, 





PENANG. 
Our advices extend to the 10th April ; the P. and O. mail from 
London March 5 arrived out on the 7th April. The Penang 
Gazette contains the following items of news :— 


Mr. Birch, the Resident of Perak, proceeded to Tanjong Pian- 
dang in that territory last. week, to see if its inhabitants Fad de- 
molished the old stockades, as they promised him they would do 
a month ago, on the occasion of Mr. Birch’s last visit to them. He 
found that they had carried out their agreement ; but one of the 
P lus was inclined to be rather troublesome ; he asserted 
his night to do as he thought proper in the way of levying black 
mail, as he held his appointment from the late Sultan. It turned 
out however, on inquiry, that the present Sultan had refused to 
reappoint this man—a fact which he had to own himself when 
Mr. Birch called for his papers ; so he was left with a warning 
that he had better not attempt to set his authority up again, or 
in any manner interfere with the newly-appointed Pungala or 
the collector of the taxes. 

It is authoritatively stated that Mr. Braddell’s appointment to 
the Colonial Secretaryship has not been pancioned: by the Home 
authorities, and that he will, consequently, revert to his old ap- 
pointment of Attorney-General, and Mr. Phillipo will go back 
to the Puisne Judgeship. Mr. C. Irvine, the Auditor-General, at 
present away on leave, is spoken of as likely to take up the office 
of Colonial Secretary on his return to the Straits. 

A movement has been set on foot to get up athletic sports to 
take place on the anniversary of Her Majesty’s birthday. The 
Lieutenant-Governor and Captain Carleton, fof H.M.’s 1-10 

Regiment, have consented to be patrons ; and a large number of 
gentlemen have already subscribed their names. ° We may hope 
that the attempt will prove successful. 

A Committee, appointed by the Governor, has been for some 
time past aman into the pay and allowances of the Civil 
Government Establishments in Siipapors We hear that its 
members are at present in Malacca, and from thence they pur- 
pose coming on here. 

Sir Andrew Clarke will leave Singapore for Penang on the 
15th April. The Chiefs of Perak are to meet the Governor here 

on the 17th April. According to present arrangement his Ex- 
cellency will not leave the Straits to take up his new appoint- 
ment in India till about the 20th May.

Heavy 
Grey Shirtings of ordinary makes show an advance, the best not 
participating in the rise to the same extent. Common qualities have 
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been sold at rather lower prices. 7 lbs, Grey Shirtings are in small 
supply, rates closing 4 to 5 candareens better, with hardening tendency. 
83 lbs. of the commoner descriptions have advanced 1 candareen, me- 
dium and best qualities are 2 to 3 candareens higher. White Shirtings : 
Common unchanged ; 56, 60, and 64 reed have been more inquire: for, 
and 72 reed are saleable at an advance of 5 candareens on last quota- 
tions. In American Drills and Sheetings there is no change to note. 
The prices of Jeans have not been maintained. A good business has 
been transacted in English Drills, of which the present quotations are 
strong. English Jeans and Sheetings unchanged ; Sheetings are in 
small stock. Dutch Drills: With small business show no change in price. 
Dutch Jeans, although no transactions have taken place, are quoted some- 
what firmer. T-Cloths: 6 lbs. and 7 lbs. common advanced 2 to 3 
candareens. 6 Ibe. best obtain 2 to 5 candareens more than last mail’s 
quotation. 7 Ibs. best 2 to 4 candareens higher. 8 lbs. to 8} lbs. 
ordinary marketable goods have advanced about 2 candareens. Fancy 
Cottons: The market is reported strong at about the values previously 
given, but without much business. Woollens : pone Ells have de- 
clined 1 mace, with small business. Camlets are slightly lower, with a 
moderate business, chiefly sales by auction. In other Woollens there 
is not much change to report. 

FoocHow.—Sales had been :—Grey Shirtings 8} lbs., 2,050 pieces at 
$2.60 to $2.65 per piece ; do. 7 lbs., 400 pieces at $2,07 ; T-Cloths, 7 
lbs., No. 1, 750 pieces at $2.10 to $2.15 ; do. 7 lbs., No. 2, 83,700 pieces 
at $1.80 to $1.81 ; do. 6 lbs., 500 pieces at $1.65 ; Lead, 2,682 pigs at 
$9.00 to $9.50 per picul. 

Hona Kono.—There had been no arrivals during the interval 
besides the mail steamers, but they bring full supplies of manufactured 
goods for this market and the North. There had been a moderately 
active import market, but quotations showed little or no alteration 
upon those current a fortnight previously. Inquiry had embraced all 
classes of Grey staples, which importers had met readily at current 
rates, the heaviest settlements being in T-Cloths and Mexicans. The 
arrivals during the fortnight had been very light, and advices from 
the North reported a better inquiry for 8}lb. and Heavy Shirtings. 

Canton.—There had been a fair demand for Lead, and prices showed 
a further advance in value. Transactiuns had amounted to 800 piculs 
L.B., and quotations were $8.35 to $8.40 for L.B., and $8.50 to $8.55 
for W.B. Stocks were 1,000 pieuls of the former, and 500 piculs of 
the latter. 

BanGkKoK.—Yarns and Mexican T-Cloths had been most wanted, and 
a fair business had been done at an advance on previous rates. 

Batavia.—Business in Imports continued very quiet, although in 
some articles rather more activity had been observable, but the Paddy 
harvest, which had already commenced in some districts, prevented the 
likelihood of any material improvement for the present. 

SrnaaporE.—The market for imports had shown little animation, 
except for some leading Cotton staples, and even for these the inquiry 
had quietened ; prices were however firm, stocks being moderate as 
shown by the statement,—and the market in Manchester showing an 
advancing tendency. In Cotton goods the inquiry had been almost 
entirely confined to 8} lb. Grey Shirtings, 6 lb. T-Cloths, and fine and 
medium White Shirtings ; former prices were sustained, although the 
market closed somewhat quieter. For Yarns generally, the demand 
continued small; Dyed Yarns were again in less request. In T.R. 
Cambrics, Woollens, and printed goods business had been unimport- 
ant. Lowar prices had been accepted for Iron, and transactions noted 
were larger. About 6,200 tons of Cardiff, and 3,200 of West Hartley 
had arrived which had mainly been stored by importers ; the market 
continued quiet; the sale of three cargoes was noted at about last 
quotations. 

Prenanc.—Business had been very quiet, transactions had been small, 
and prices were unchanged. The only staple that had been in inquiry 
was 7lbs. T-Cloths, for which there had been a fair demand, and mode- 
rate sales had occurred at previous quotations.

S#ancHar.—Black: No business to report, no stock. Green: A 
large business had been done during the fortnight, at prices which 
showed a decline of about one tael on good Teas, and about half a tael 
on the commoner parcels.

Canton.—No transactions are reported. A few small lots of new 
season's Tayshan Congou had been sent forward, but the prices paid 
had not been made public, and the quantities were too trifling to form 
any estimate as to the quality of the leaf, or the prices likely to be 
asked when larger arrivale of leaf come in from the country. Consi- 
derable shipments were being made from Macao, and although prices 
had not transpired, they were said to be too high to meet the ideas of 
most buyers. 

SILK. 


SaancHa.—A large business had been done for the time of year. 
The chief demand had been for common to fair No. 5 Teatlees at Tis, 
270 to 285, and the market was nearly cleared of desirable parcels of 
this elass. Among the chops settled had been :—Cock and Worm, No. 
3 at Tls. 895 ; Gold Lion, Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 4, at Ts. 370, 350, 330, and 
810 ; Glasshopper at Tls. 340, and Blue Elephant at Tle. 320. These

AMSTERDAM, May 5. 


The policy of the new Minister of the War Department ie now the 
topic of the day. It is, of course, not regretted that Mr. Weitzel has 
resigned the office, but the question remains whether his successor will 
not be another victim of the Parliamentary Minotaurus—indeed, the 
Second Chamber seems to have an unreasunable desire to get rid of 
Ministers, especially those of the War Department. There is anything 
but harmony upen military questions, and nothing is more necessary 
than this, because it regards our national defence. Will Mr. Enderlein 
prove “the right man in the right place?’ Will he be able to intro- 
duce the necessary reorganisations? Will he be able to lay before the 
members a scheme which can be approved of by the Chambers? Re- 
port names him a most skilled officer of engineers, and indicates that 
he really has a system. But we have had already so many Ministers, 
who come into office with the same reputation, and it has as often 
been found that their system was not that of the Chamber, which is 
whimsical in the extreme, as regards its treatment of Ministers, espe- 
cially those of the War Department. If this gues ou, the Arnhemsche 
Courant says, our constitutional system must in time be injured. 


The Second Chamber met some days since for the despatch of busi- 
ness, but its discussions have been of no interest for the Far East. It 
is very, very dull time in politics, which is the more surprising because 
the general elections are near at hand. In the first week of June one 
half of the members must ask for another vote of confidence from their 
electors, and generally their seats are disputed weeks before. But up 
to this moment an astonishing calmness prevails and it looks as if there 
is to be no contest at all. Perhaps the struggle will become lively at 
the last moment as it seems certain, that the clerical parties are 
preparing for a battle, and they will do all that is possible to strengthen 
their numbers in Parliament. ; 

Mr. Van Goltstein, the Minister of the Colonial Department, has sent 
an East India functionary to London, namely Mr. A. W. P. Verkerk 
Pistorius, who is charged with studying the manner in which the En- 
glish Government maintains regular relations between its colonial 
governments and that of the mother country. The same gentle-

man was sent once before to Czylon, in charge of Governor-General 
Loudon—who will arrive here in a few days. To-day the annual 
meeting of the shareholders of the Steam Shipping Company Nederland 
was held here, and the directors’ report was approved. The principal 
question was the application of an amount of £.500,000 towards the 
construction of a dry-dock at Nieuwe Diep or at Amsterdam. A pro- 
posal of the managers in this sense was carried almost unanimously. 
The meeting was very quiet, and every one seemed satisfied. 

Iam glad to state that much sympathy is exhibited here for those 
soldiers who return from Atchin badly wounded, and especially for 
those who have lost their sight. The fancy fair which was held at 
Arnhem on behalf of the wounded produced f.5,669.

DEATH OF REAR-ADMIRAL SHERARD OSBORN 

It is with deep regret that we record the death of Rear-Admira’ 
Sherard Osborn, one of the committee appointed to make the prepara 
tions for the Arctic Expedition shortly to leave our shores. The death 
of the gallant admiral took place suddenly at his residence on the 6th, 
he having transacted business at the Admiralty in the afternoon. 
Sherard Osborn's name is well-known in China and all over the Far 
East. He was born in the year 1820, and was, therefore, only fifty- 
four years of age. He was a midshipman in the Hyacinth, Captain 
Warren, at the capture of Canton in 1841, and in the next year was in 
the Clio at the capture of the Woosung Forts. From 1844 to 1846 he 
gerved as gunnery mate in the Fxcellent, and in 1846 became lieu- 
tenant, and served in the Collingwood under the flag of Sir George 
Seymour in the Pacific, and in 1849 was lieutenant in command of 
the D.oarf, on the coast of Ireland. He was then appointed to com- 
mand the Proneer, one of the ships sent out in the search expedition 
for Sir John Franklin, and in the sledge travelling of 1851 he went to 
the furthest western point of Prince of Wales’s Land, being about 58 
days absent from his ship, and travelling over 534 miles. In 1852 he 
obtained the rank of commander, and continued to command the 
Pioneer till 1854. With M’Dougall, of the Resolute, he edited the 
Mustrated Arctic News during the winter of 1851, and on board the 
Pioneer was the manager of the “ Arctic Philharmonic Entertainments.” 
In 1853 he travelled 1,093 miles with sledges, being 117 days absent 
from his ship. In 1855 he was made a post captain, and commanded 
the Vesuvius, leading the advance squadron in the Sea of Azoff; in 
the same year he obtained the distinctions of C.B., the Medjidie, and 
the Legion of Honour. He shared in all the operations of the second 
Chinese war in 1857 as captain of the Furious, which he took up the 
Yang-tze to Hankow in 1858. In 1863-4 he was on the coast of China, 
and in 1864 was appointed to the command of the Royal Sovereign, 
the first British iron-clad on Cowper Cole's turret principle. In 1873 
he became rear-admiral. He was F.R.S., F.R.G.S., F.L.S., and Chevalier 
of the Rose of Brazil. He published “Stray Leaves from an Arctic 
Journal, 1352,” and edited M‘Clure’s “ Narrative of the Discovery of 
the North-west Passage, 1855.” He also wrote “Quedah,” full of 
narratives of Borneo, &c., “The Career, Last Voyage, and Fate of Sir 
John Franklin,” and contributed many papers to periodicals. In 
January, 1865, he read a paper before the Geographical Society strongly 
urging the renewal of Polar exploration, and returned to the attack 
in like manner, and with somewhat better success in January, 1872. 
In 1874 he was appointed on the preparation committee in conjunction 
with Admirals Sir Leopold McClintock and Richards, and having aided 
in the preparations has not lived to see the expedition sail. 


THE CHINA SERVICES, 

In the Spring of 1857, on the news of a rupture with the Emperor 
of China, Captain Osborn was appointed to the Furious, and instructed 
to escort a force of fifteen gunboats and despatch vessels to China. 
Captain Osborn’s orders from the Admiralty gave him large discre- 
tionary powers as to the route and arrangements, and many essential 
preparations had to be made at Devonport under his superintendence. 
Seeing the difficulty other officers had experienced in escorting even 
two gunboats at a time to China, doubts were entertained of these 
vessels, some of them of the lightest draught that had ever passed the 
Cape, effecting the voyage at all during the winter of Southern latitudes. 
The Commander-in-Chief at Devonport, Admiral Sir William Parker, 
was 80 much struck with the arduous nature of the task before Captain 
Osborn that, in giving him his parting orders, he said, in the presence 
of his secretary, Mr. Charles Richards, ‘‘ If ever you, sir, deliver all that 
squadron safe to your Admiral in China you deserve to be made a 
Commodore.” By going to Brazil, avoiding the Cape, and carrying the 
squadron on a great circle to the South, the passage was made without 
one disaster, and within six months all the vessels were safely at anchor 
in Hong Kong harbour. That squadron of gunboats, it is only fair to 
say, changed the character of the war in China and brought our nego- 
tiations to a successful issue. Captain Osborn next embarked the 
British Ambassador, and the Furious took a prominent share in every 
subsequent operation, from the escalade of Canton to the capture of 
the Taku Forts in 1858. The gunboat he embarked in was the first to 
reach the city of Tien-tsin and the entrance of the Great Canal. The 
Commander-in-Chief praised Captain Osborn most highly in his official 
despatches, but, as he was already in possession of every possible honour 
for past services, no official recognition could then be given him. From 
China, Captain Osborn carried Lord Elgin to Japan, and on his own 
responsibility led the escorting squadron beyond the surveyed portion 
of Yedo Bay, until Her Majesty’s ships were anchored in a position 
within gunshot of the capital. This measure led to a satisfactory 
treaty between Japan and Great Britain being speedily signed by the

Emperors, and Lord Elgin then and subsequently acknowledged the 
service rendered by Captain Osborn. ; 

On the return of the Furious to Shanghai, in September, 1858, a 
question arose in framing the Supplementary Treaty with China how 
far it was possible to declare the great river Yang-tze navigable to 
Europeans. Captain Osborn was applied to by Lord Elgin, and con- 
fident from his experience of the volume of the river at Nankin that 
it must be navigable for hundreds of miles beyond, he undertook to 
test the question, and persuaded Captain Barker (of Her Majesty's ship 
Retribution), senior officer at Shanghai, to make the experiment at once. 
That officer, shattered by a stroke of paralysis, could only accompany 
the force just above Nankin, the batteries of which were successfully 
engaged and silenced. Thence, upa falling and intricate river, Captain 
Osborn had, as senior officer, to conduct his ship, acoompanied by the 
Cruiser and two gunboats, to Hankow, 600 miles from the sea ; the 
Furious having several times to be cleared to her keel to float her off 
unknown shoals and reefs. This service enabled the Ambassador to 
insist on the river being opened to foreign commerce. No war ship of 
the size or the draught of the Furious has subsequently been able to 
reach Hankow, although at this moment the river is covered with 
veasels carrying European commerce. Admiral Sir Michael Seymour, 
Commander-in-Chief, on the return of the squadron, issued a general 
order expressing his satisfaction “at the gallantry, zeal, and persever- 
ance displayed by the captains, officers and men comprising the expe- 
dition.”” His Excellency the Earl of Elgin, in his official deapatch to 
the Secretary of State No. 1, the 5th of January, 1859, said :— 

“The transport of a vessel the size of the Furious to a point so re- 
mote from the sea under circumstances so peculiar is, I apprehend, a 
feat unparalleled in naval history. I consider the successful issue of 
this undertaking to have been mainly due to the energy, professional 
skill, courage, and judgment of Captain Osborn and his able Master," 
&c. Again, on the 18th of August, 1859, when Lord Elgin found that 
his despatch had not been officially communicated to the Admiralty, he 
wrote to the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, begging that 
this might. be immediately done, as he was naturally held in some 
degree responsible for the fact, and that it exposed him to the double 
charge of injustice and ingratitude for the “ remarkable services” ren- 
dered ; and his Lordship added :— 


“To what I have already said in reference to the services rendered 
by the Furious, I beg now to add that I ascribe the success of the 
policy which I considered it my duty to carry out at Tien-tsin, Yedo, 
and Shanghai in a great measure to the zeal, energy, and devotion 
with which I was supported by Captain Osborn and those under his 
command.” 

And again, in the House of Lords, on the 21st of February, 1860, 
Lord Elgin publicly acknowledged his obligation to Captain Osborn in 
the most eulogistic terms. 

In the meantime, such had been the arduous nature of the service 
rendered in ascending the Yang-tze that Captain Barker had invalided 
and subsequently died, Mr. Court, the Master of the Furious, invalided 
and died, and Captain Osborn had to give up his ship and return 
home on half-pay to undergo a long series of surgical operations. By the 
publication of his Naval Journals, and by other literary labours, Captain 
Osborn was enabled to subsist until well enough again to seek 
service, when, in the Spring of 1861, he had the honour to be appointed 
to the commrnd of Her Majesty’s ship Denegal, 101 guns. In her he 
embarked a portion of the British force sent to co-operate in the allied 
attack on Mexico. The return of the expedition was followed by the 
paying off of the Donegal in 1862, and so creditable was the report upon 
its efficiency that the Admiralty promoted her First Lieutenant on 
Captain Osborn’s recommendation. 

The Emperor of China, in June, 1862, made an offer to Captain 
Osborn, through his agent, Mr. H. N. Lacy, C.B., of the absolute com- 
mand of a large squadron of vessels to be equipped by him in England 
for the suppression of piracy on the Coast of China. The command 
was to have been a very lucrative one. Captain Osborn was formally 

romised that, in order to guarantee such a force not being used against 

uropean Powers, or ina way hostile to our naval sense of humanity or 
justice, he should not be placed under any local authorities, but receive 
his orders direct from the Emperor. With this understanding Captain 
Osborn received especial leave for the purpose from the Admiralty, at 
the written request of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for Forei 
Affairs, and officers were lent likewise from Her Majesty's Navy on the 
same understanding. A squadron of six vessels was constructed, equipped, 
and carried by Captain Osborn tothenear neighbourhood of Pekin in 1868 _ 
but on reporting himself at the capital of China, he found that the 
Emperor repudiated the promises and engagements of his agent, and 
wished to i a Chinese Mandarin as a superior officer even on 
his own ship. This, together with the fact that the Representatives of 
the European Powers were averse to the institution of a force on such 
terms, decided Captain Osborn on withdrawing from a position so 
likely to prove compromising to his own honour as well as to the British 
interests in China. By direction of our Minister, Sir Frederick Bruce, 
the whole force was withdrawn from China, and Captain Osborn’s 
conduct received his warmest commendations in an official letter. 

In 1867 Captain Osborn undertook the office of Managing Director 
of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company (which had 
then just successfully laid the Atlantic Submarine Telegraph Cables} 
for the purpose of giving his professional knowledge to the work of 
establishing submarine telegraph communication between Great Bri- 
tain and her Eastern and Australian possessions and Colonies. In four 
years this work was completed by a series of submarine cables from 
Falmouth, the Mediterranean, and Red Sea to India, the Eastern Arcki- 
pelago, Hong Kong, and Australia; and Captain Osborn might well 
feel that, from a public as well as professional point of view, he had in 
this great work served the commercial as well as the military interests 
of his country. In 1871 Captain Osborn was appointed to the com- 
mand of Her Majesty's ship Hercules, the finest of our cruising iron- 
clads, but was compelled, by unexpected circumstances, to ask to be 
relieved before the term of his command expired. In 1873 he was 
promoted to the rank of Rear-Admiral.

CHINESE MILITARY OPERATIONS IN CENTRAL ASIA. 
According to a Tashkend correspondent in the Journal de St. Peters- 
._ bourg the proposed military operations of China in Central Asia are 
directed as much against the Dungans, a tribe now settled in Eastern 
Turkestan, as against Kashgar. The srea to be embraced by the im- 
pending war is thus considerably widened. The standing feud be- 
tween China and Kashgar is one whose merits and details are already 
sufficiently known. The Dungans have for about ten years main- 
tained themselves in the Chinese province of Sow-Tchiow, from which 
it has hitherto been impossible for the Chinese to expel them. Last 
. year, having thoroughly exhausted and laid waste the country occu- 
pied so long, they vacated it of their own accord, but on their way 
_ utterly destroyed the Chinese city of Khamee, which remains a heap 
of ruins to the present day, and with frightful barbarities slaughtered 
the Chinese garrison. The native population, being friendly to them, 
abetted them in their atrocities, and were in return taken under their 
protection, retiring with them through Kashgar into Eastern Turke- 
stan. Being enemies to China the Dungans were received with open 
arms in Kashgar, and supplied with provisions for their further pro- 
— The population of Khamee eventually settled in Jurfan. 
e of the Dungans, separating themselves from the body of 
their tribe, sought refuge in Mongolia, where they have since 
been engaged in predatory guerilla warfare with the Chinese. The 
Chinese of course vowed revenge, and the provincial governor, 
Dzian-Dzioun-Joun, has pledged himself a penalty of death to 
‘wreak bloody retribution upon the Dungans. For some time past 
the strongholds on the western frontier of China have been con- 
siderably strengthened and the garrisons have been reinforced ; and 
in the early part of the year columns of Chinese troops were reported 
advancing towards the military centres in tho west, which they have 
probably by this time reached ; for hostilities were to commence in 
spring, the Chinese attack to embrace the whole line of Kashgar and 
Eastern Turkestan. At the time of writing eighty regiments of 250 
men each were said to be stationed at Guitchen. Ten toumans of 
10,000 men each were on the march from the interior. Part of the 
Chinese force was to begin the attack by advancing between Urumtsi 
and Manas, another column meanwhile marching on Chikho. These 
are the forces directed against the Dungans. A much stronger force 
is to be employed against the more formidable Kashgaron. The attack 
upon Kashgar is likewise to be made on two points at once ; one strong 
column advancing straight upon Kashgar, the other making its way 
into the Valley of Ili. The Ameer of Kashgar, Yokoob Begh, is fully 
prepared for the impending hostilities, and has been making arrange- 
ments accordingly. At the time of writing he was ona journey to Con- 
stantinople, where he hopes to obtain assistance from the Padishah. On 
the other hand he is studiously cultivating the friendship of Russia by 
moting commerce and facilitating the traffic of Russian caravans. 
The last Russian caravan entering Kashgar was loaded with favours. 
The Chinese are reported to have established magazines well stocked 
with provisions of all kinds, ready for war, along the whole of their 
western frontier. 
THE CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
The anniversary meeting of this Society has been held at Exeter- 
hall, the Ear! of Chichester, President of the Society, in the chair. The 
financial statement for the year ending the 3lst of March last showed 
the ordinary income tobe £175,835 188. 3d., and the expenditure 
£174,503 138. 6d., leaving a balancein favour of the Society to the 
amount of £1,332 4s. 4d. The report passed in review the numerous sta- 
tions of the Society in all parts of the heathen world, commencing with 
the West African coast. At Sierra Leone, where a native church had 
been organised, comprising ten native clergy, who had under their 
charge 4,356 communicants and 12,866 scholars, the Society still con- 
tinued more purely missionary operations. The local contributions 
at its stations during the past year amounted to £572, and much 
good had been done. A considerable extension of this mission 
was in preparation. At Yoruba, where in former times the river had 
been worshipped with human sacrifices, Christianity was now firmly 
planted. Bodagra, also, was favourably reported of ; and at Abeokuta 
there had been an uninterrupted advance. The Niger Mission was 
still under the efficient care of the native Bishop, Dr. Samuel Crowther, 
with eleven ordained missionaries. The prospect in East Africa was a 
pleasing one, and within the last few days a medical missionary and a 
native assistant had been set apart to the work of evangelisation in 
those regions. The speedy abolition of the East African slave trade 
was looked for, which would remove a great hindrance to the Society’s 
operations. In their Mediterranean Missions they had to contend with 
an increasing disposition of the Turkish Government to interfere with 
the propagation of Christianity. On Advent Sunday last a church had 
been opened at Jerusalem by Bishop Gubat. As to India, there were 
those present at the meeting from Bengal, Madras, and the Punjab 
who would be able to inform the audience of what was doing in their 
wide and prosperous mission fields in various parts of that vast penin- 
sula. In Ceylon they had reports of 112 adults baptised during the 
past year, to whom must be added 150 inquirers. In addition to their 
ordinary operations in Mauritius, attempts were now being made to 
evangelise the large Chinese element of the population. To China 
itself, the committee greatly regretted, they had been unable to send 
but one additional missionary since they last met in the hall. The 
reports from their Chinese missions were, upon the whole, very 
encouraging. The stations and the work superintended by Bishop 
Burdon, of Victoria, were reviewed seriatim, and much anecdotal mat- 
ter was given in detail. A seven days’ conference of the native teachers 
belonging to the Foochow mission had been held, which, among other 
resolutions, unanimously denounced the Chinese practice of cramping 
the feet of female children. Japan as a mission field was in a very un- 
certain position. The Government still followed its earnest European- 
ising bent. But the legal provisions against the spread of Christianity, 
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although not generally enforced, had been lately declared to be the un- 
doubted law of the land. The society had stations at Yedo, Nagasaki, 
and Hakodadi. After the reading of the report the noble chairman 
made some opening remarks, expressive of his continued fervent attach- 
ment to the society, and resolutions were spoken to by the Lord Bishop 
of Durham, V.P., the Rev. T. V. French, missionary from Lahore, Mr. 
James Maden Holt, M.P., by the newly-consecrated Lord Bishop of 
Ballarat, and the Revs. Dan Fenn, missionary from Madras, James 
Vaugan, missionary from Calcutta, and J. Filmer Sulivan, M.A., incum- 
bent of St. Margaret’s, Brighton. 


JAPANESE NEWSPAPERS. 

* The Glode remarks :—No nation has ever displayed greater readiness 
than Japan to adopt the habits of foreign countries. The natives 
abandon without regret customs which have stood the test of centuries, 
and adopt institutions hopefully of which they have had no practical 
experience. Even the tall hat seems to have suddenly become popular 
among this lively race. As might be expected, they have given great 
attention to the development of journalism. A few years ago sucha 
thing as a newspaper was unknown in Japan ; now it boasts of no 
fewer than 34 newspapers. Last year, it seems, 2,564,000 copies of 
journals passed through the Japanese Post-offices. Of these 977,643 
were copies of the Niché-nichi-shimbun, the organ of the Goverh- 
ment. The Hochi Shimbun stands next in popularity, 756,290 copies 
of it having been sent by post last year. If we may judge from 
the circulation of the Koji Shimpo, some Japanese newspaper pro- 
prietors can hardly be amassing fortunes, for only nineteen copies 
of that paper were despatched in 1874 by post. However, as this par- 
ticular form of activity is comparatively novel, it is natural that a good 
many ventures should be started without sufficient calculation of the 
cost. As against foreigners these papers sometimes assert very strongly 
the rights of Japanese. For instance, they insist that foreigners should 
be judged in Japan according to the law of the country, as Ja- 
panese are judged in England or France according to English or 
French law. They forget that an Englishman or Frenchman, if 
tried in Jupan as the Japanese are, would not have the same 
chance of obtaining justice that a Japanese has in highly civilised 
European countries. It may be doubted whether, so far as the internal 
condition of Japan is concerned, the influence of newspapers is altogether 
healthy. They are not sufficiently restrained in their judgments by a 
sense of responsibility, or by the conviction that all reform, if it is to 
endure, must be cautious and temperate. When a country is in such a 
position that in the course of a few years a sovereign, once considered 
almost a demigod, falls so low in public esteem that he is scarcely 
observed when he drives along the street, it seems time to reflect 
whether it is not somewhat too rapidly changing one set of social ideas 
for another. 





THE annual meeting of the British and Foreign Bible Society has 
been held at Exeter Hall, Lord Shaftesbury presiding. According to 
the report, the receipts from ordinary sources for the year had been 
£222,062, including £119,093 as applicable to the general purposes of 
the Society, and £102,968 as receipts for Bibles and Testaments. The 
net payments of the year had amounted to £217,390. The Archbi- 
shop of Canterbury, Earl Fortescue, the Rev. W. Morley Punshon, and 
the Rev. C. H. Spurgeon were amongst the speakers. The report 
stated that Madagascar had required 24,000 copies of the Scriptures, 
of which 8,000 were complete Bibles; the Indian issues had been 
216,340 ; the Chinese, 74,000 ; while care had been taken to provide 
for the wants of the Chinese emigrants to Australia, which, with New 
Zealand, Japan, Polynesia, our American colonies, and South America 
next under review. In Brazil the demand had risen from 
16,000 to 25,000. 

In the list of successful students at the examination recently held at 
Southampton in connection with Cambridge University, the name of 
E. Tomlin (of Hong Kong), from the Diocesan Grammar School, 
Southsea, appears.

The Avon, double-screw composite gun vessel, Commander A. 
T. Powlett, which arrived at Spithead on the 20th ult. from the 
China station, was paid off at Portsmouth on the 4th inst. The 
Avon was absent from England seven years, having been com- 
missioned in 1868. She spent a considerable part of 1873 and 
1874 in the Straits of , and did good service in sup- 

ressing piracy there, and destroying the stockades along the 
Malayan coast. Her boilers need repairing, but her engines are 
believed to be.sound. The Avon’s crew consisted of seventy- 
three, all told, and during the whole of her commission she had 
not a death on board, nor did a single accident occur. 

H.M.S. Elk, from the China station, may be expected in a few 
days at Portsmouth, to pay off. 

Subjoined is an account of the homeward voyage of the [ron 
Duke, the late flag-ship of the China Squadron, which arrived at 
Plymouth on the 2nd inst. :— 


The Iron Duke left Hong Kong, on Jan. 13, and proceeded to Singa- 
pore to meet her relief, where ahe arrived on Jan. 24. The Audacious, 
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Captain P. H. Colomb, with Vice-Admiral Ryder on board, ar- 
rived at Singapore on Feb. Ist. The new Admiral being relieved, 
his predecessor assumed the duties of Commander-in-Chief on Feb. 2nd. 
That evening Admiral Shadwell, Captain Arthur, and the officers of the 
Iron Duke entertained at dinner Admiral Ryder, Captain Colomb, and 
officers of Audacious to welcome them on their arrival on the station, 
his Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke, Governor of the Straits Settle- 
ments, being also one of the guests. The Iron Duke left Singapore on 
February 4, and reached Trincomalee on the 15th, where she met 
Rear-Admiral Arthur Cumming, C.B., the Commander-in-Chief in the 
East Indies, in his flagship the Glasgow. After coaling and a deten- 
tion of two days by a court-martial, the Iron Duke resumed her 
voyage on the 21st, called off Galle to land and receive letters on the 
23rd, and reached Aden on March 12, having had a favourable pas- 
sage across the Indian Ocean, aided occasionally by fair north-east 
winds, permitting sail to be made to assist the steam. Aden was left 
on March 14, under sail, with a strong southerly wind, which took her 
through the Straits of Bab el Mandel and past Iwbal Teer ; then north- 
erly winds, moderate in strength, till Suez was reached on March 23. 
The Canal being blocked by a ship on shore the Iron Duke could not 
enter till March 25, and was afterwards detained three days near 
Ismailia by a strong westerly gale, so that she did not reach Port Said 
till March 29. After coaling, leaving on April 1, the Iron Duke expe- 
rienced strong headwinds in her passage through the Mediterranean. 
Malta was reached on April 8, where she found the Pallas, bearing 
the flag of Vice-Admiral the Hon. Sir James Drummond, K.C.B., 
and also the Research. After coaling, and a brief enjoyment of 
the hospitalities of Malta, the Iron Duke proceeded onwards on April 
14th ; had chiefly head winds on her passage .o Gibraltar, which was 
reached on the 21st. Off Europa Point the Undaunted was met, with 
the flag of Rear-Admiral Macdonald, proceeding to the East Indies, 
and the usual interchange of salutes between the two admirals took 


lace. 

. At Gibraltar Sir Charles Shadwell received a telegram from Rear- 
Admiral Beauchamp ,Seymour requesting that the Iron Duke might 
call at Lisbon to take home some invalids and others waiting convey- 
ance to England. Leaving, therefore, on the 22nd, the Iron Duke arrived 
at Lisbon on the afternoon of the 24th, and found there the six ships 
composing the Channel squadron, with the flags of Rear-Admirals B. 
Seymour and Lord John Hay, and also the Devastation and Hercules, 
After coaling, and having receixed on board the officers and men wait- 
ing passage to England, the Iron Duke left on the morning of the 27th, 
and experiencing light westerly and north-westerly winds, with fine 
weather and smooth water across the Bay of Biscay, arrived at Devon- 
port on the morning of May 2, having been eighty-seven days on 
passage from Singapore, including stoppages, and after an absence from 
England of three years and two hundred and twenty-eight days. The 
Iron Duke brought home tu England a large number of supernumera- 
ries, 171 in all, including the crews of the Thistle and Curlew, paid off 
in China; invalids from China, the East Indies, Mediterranean, and 
Channel Squadron ; time-expired men, court-martial prisoners, &c., &c., 
having on board on arrival 596 souls. Ten of her crew, who had been 
invalided in China, died on the passage home. The greater part of the 
other invalids were landed in improved health. The officers and crew 
of the Iron Duke arrived in good condition, but little the worse for 
their lengthened service in China. In pursuance of telegraphic in- 
structions from the Admiralty received on arrival at Trincomalee, Sir 
Charles Shadwell, who had resigned his local rank as Vice-Admiral on 
being relieved by his successor at Singapore, re-hoisted his flag at the 
fore. It is understood that this proceeding is to be considered as a 
complimentary expression of approval by the Admiralty of his ser- 
vices in China. On arrival at Devonport the Admiral received the news 
of his regular promotion in due course. It is expected that the Iron 
Duke, which arrived in good condition as to hull, machinery, and 
boilers, will be paid off all standing, without being dismantled, and, 
after slight repairs and overhaul, will shortly be recommissi2ned for 
service at one of the home ports in the first-class steam reserve. 





The following officers who last served in China have been appointed 
as under:—Lieutenant T. E. Miller (in the Cadmus, from 1870 to 
1873), to the Dapper, tender to the Britannia, cadets’ training ship at 
Dartmouth ; Navigating Sub-lieutenant G. F. Whitmore (in the 
Midge, from 1872 to 1874) to the Sealark, training brig at Devon- 
port; Mr. Jamcs Bowman, engineer (in the Curlew from 1871 to 1875), 
to the Pembroke, reserve ship at Chatham ; Mr. G. N. H. Mitchel, (in 
the Princess Charivtte, from 1872 to 1875) to the Pembroke; Dr. A. 
Watson, fleet-surgeon (in the Iron Duke from 1874 to 1875) to the 
Duke of Wellington, flag-ship at Portsmouth; Mr. H. J. Ollard, assist- 
ant-paymaster (in the Cadmus, from 1872 to 1874) to the Penelope, 
reserve ship at Harwich; Mr. F. G. Grant, second-class boatswain (in 
the Teazer from 1871 to 1874), to the Revenge, flag-ship at Queens- 
town; Mr. Joseph Roberts, second-class boatawain (in the Midge, 
from 1872 to 1874), to the Valiant, reserve ship in the river Shannon. 


Captain Edward W. Turnour, C. B., who has just been gazetted to 
be Rear Admiral, entered the navy in 1834 and served as mate in the 
boats of the Conway during the operations on the coast of China, in- 
cluding the capture of Canton, and was promoted to Lieutenant in 
1843. 


The Admiralty have received no confirmation of the report that Her 
Majesty’s ship Beagle has been wrecked on a reef in the Philippine 
Islands. The officials state that as she was on the Australian station 
she could not have been lost on the Philippine Islands. 


Lieut.-Colonel Preston, who served in the campaign of 1860 in 
North China, and was present at the action of Sinho and the capture 
of the Taku Forts, fur which he received a medal with clasp, has been 
gazetted to the command of the 44th Regiment.

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Confucian Cosmogony. A Translation of Section Forty-Nine of 
the “Complete Works” of the Philosopher Choo Fu-Tsze, 
with Explanatory Notes. By the Rev. Tos. M’CLATCHIE, 
M.A., Canon of St. John’s Cathedral, Hong Kong. Shang- 
hai: American Presbyterian Mission Press. London: 
Triibner and Co. 1875. 

As regards the learning of Confucius, Choo alone, say the 
Chinese historians, fully comprehended its true import, and has 
transmitted it to future generations so perfect and immaculate, 
that were Confucius himself or any of the ancient sages to come 
back to life they would not alter what he has written. Such 
being the case, it is not surprising that the Chinese esteem his 
works as only inferior to the classics in value, and Canon 
M’Clatchie deserves the thanks of all students of Confucian 
philosophy for the vast amount of labour and pains which he has 
expended upon the translation and annotation of this most im- 
portant section of them. 

The plan of this volume is as follows. First we have a brief 
sketch of Choo Foo-Tsze’s life, detailing the principal events 
therein from his birth in a.p. 1130 to the time of his death, in 
A.D. 1201. Mr. M’Clatchie omits to state that the philosopher's 
proper designation is Choo Hsi, Foo-Tsze being merely a title, 
and we are inclined to think that he is in error in stating that 
he was born in the province of Nean-hwuy, for a very compe- 
tent authority on such like matters asserts that he was born in 
Fo-kien, where his father, a native of Ngan-hwuy, was m 
official employ. If tradition is to be believed, Choo gave 
signs of his intellectual powers at a very early stage of his 
existence, for “it is related that when he was only four years 
old, his father, pointing to the sky, pronounced the word 
Heaven, whereupon the child, to the father’s astonishment, 
asked the question, ‘what is there above it?’ At eight 
years of age he mastered the Heaou Aing, which treats of filial 
duties, and wrote upon the cover of the volume, ‘If I cannot 
conform to these lessons I shall never be a man.’” What won- 
der, then, that this precocious intellect expanded with advanc- 
ing years, and stamped Choo Hsi as the profoundest thinker of 
his age? He took bis first literary degree at the age of eighteen, 
and the second in the following year. When twenty-two he 
commenced his official career, and after holding a wariety of ap- 
pointments, he was eventually made Imperial Essayist and 
Reader to the Emperor Ning Tsung, who reigned from 1195 to 
1225. According to his biographers the philosopher lived a re- 
markably simple and regular life, and his end wasa calm and 
peaceful one. 

In his introduction Canon M’Clatchie gives some interesti 
notes of the opinions and reasoning of philosophers, not only 
among the Chinese, but also among the ancient Greeks and 
Romans, Some plates, accompanied by explanatory letter-preas, 
refer to the Confucian Kosmos, Primordial Air, the Complete 
Shang-te, &c., to which is annexed the Chinese arrangement of 
the diagrams. In the body of the work the Chinese text of the 
forty-ninth section of Choo Foo-Tsze’s “complete works” ac- 
companies the English translation, page by page, and appears to 
be well printed with metal type. The section is divided into 
four parts, in which the leading subjects discussed are (i) Fate 
and Air, (ii.) The Great Extreme, (iii.) Heaven and Earth, and 
(iv.) Light and Darkness--The Five Elements—The Seasons. 
Next come Mr. M’Clatchie’s long and valuable notes, explana- 
tory of the matter treated of in these four parts. In conclusion 
he sums up the whole question in these words :—Choo-taze 
the Confucianists, in common with the philosophers of Greece 
and Rome, &c., held the following tenets: 1. That the Kosmes 
or Universe is animated, and they designate it “ Heaven.” 2. 
This Heaven is a Great Man, while Man is a Microcosm, both 
being made from perfectly the same materials, viz., God inherent 
in Matter. 3. The Kosmos is compounded of Body and Soul 
(or Mind), the visible world being the body, of which Heaven 
is the head and Earth the feet ; and the Soul or Mind being 
also twofold, partly Rational and partly Sentient. 4. The Min 
in the Man is the Mind of the Kosmos, being the subtile, intel- 
lectual ether, and being partly Rational and partly Sentient. 
Mans head also espns to Heaven, and his feet to Earth, &e. 
5. Heaven is the First Man, and Man is Heaven ; or, in other 
words, the First Man or Great Ancestor, Sage, and Sovereign of 
the whole human race, has a double character, viz., Mundane er 
Divine, and Human. 6. All Gods are sows, and hence images 
are denounced ; while no personal God, separate from Matter, 
can he found in these systems. 7. They are Monotheists yet 
Pantheista, the Divine Reason or First God being a ect 
Unity, and pervading all things. 8. The Demiurgic Mind is 
i the second God, and is to be carefully distinguished from the 
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and diffusion of knowledge ; 8, Engineering, public works, archi- 
tecture, &€.; 9, Plastic and graphic Arts ; 10, Objects illustrat- 
ing efforts for the improvement of the physical, intellectual, and 
moral condition of man.

But is it solely an African question ? and might not 
South ete be materially injured by such achange} We 
know that the altitude of the permanent snow line in the high- 
lands of South Europe is now considerably higher than it once 
was ; also in the years that the south winds from A frica blow 
continuous for lengthened periods, the glaciers of South Europe 
retreat much further up their valleys, while much more snow 
than usual is melted on the hills. On account of these facts it 
has been suggested, that the period of the Sahara being an inland 
sea was the age of the maximum development of snow and ice 
in South Europe ; also, as the Sahara sea dried up, the South 
Europe Ly ateen snow area gradually diminished, on account of 
the winds from the gradually increasing hot sand plains. If this 
reasoning is correct the flooding of the Sahara is of interest not 
only to Africa but also to Europe ; for once the heat source of the 
south winds is destroyed, the perpetual snow area of South 
Europe must increase, and while North Africa will be a gainer 
by the change, Europe will be a loser.

In our opinion there are only two matters for regret in con- 
nection with this volume, the one being that the printer has

called attention, and which are such a special feature of the 
volume, being, in point of fact, only subordinate in the eyes of 
an English reader to the scholarly translation of the Chinese 
text, should not have been printed in a much larger type.

At last the want of a really good and trustworthy map of the 
countries included under the term Central Asia, seems to be ade- 
‘quately supplied. Until the publication of the work to which we 
now call attention, it was almost hopeless to search in any known 
map, or collections of maps, for the names of remote places which 
are mentioned from time to time in mysterious telegrams from 
Berlin, St. Petersburg, &c.; now, however, the student will have 
a far better chance of discovering the object of his search. From 
an Englishman’s point of view, it is rather to be regretted that 
the publishers should have yielded to the wishes of some savants in 
-alopting the German method of spelling the names of countries, 
districts, towns, &&., but after a little practice, the difficulties 
caused by this will, we think, easily be overcome. In the con- 
struction of the map the latest and best English and Russian au- 
thorities have been carefully consulted and made use of, as well 
as all other available and trustworthy sources of information.

The usefulness of this 
map will be at once evident when we mention that it extends 
from a little north of Kulja on the west and Turfan on the east 
to about two degrees south of Yarkand, and about one degree 
south of Khotan, while on the west it goes a little beyond 
‘Kashgar, and on the east a portion of the Chinese province of 
Kansu is included. It would, of course, have been a vast im- 
provement, as far as Chinese localities are concerned, if these 
two sheets could have been carried just a few degrees further 
east ; but, even as they are, they will be found very useful. In 
conelusion we need only remark that, considering the large 
extent of territory covered by it, the scale (1 : 3,024,000) on 
‘which this map is drawn, is by no means a small one, and fur- 
ther that for a trifling extra charge its twelve sheets can be 
purchased separately, a point which will naturally be of some 
interest to those who for any reason do not care to possess the 
complete map. 





The Geographical Magazine for May reproduces the Paper 
read by Mr. Clements Markham before the Geographical Society 
last month upon “Trade Routes between Thibet and Bengal.’ 
We notice also a Sketch Map of Sir Douglas Forsyth’s Mission 
to Kashgar, and a short memoir of the late Mr. Margary, which 
concludes with the following remarks :— 


That the service to which Mr. Margary belonged has lost a valuable, 
officer, and the Geographical Society ope of its most accomplished 
members, are facts that require no further testimony than a record of 
his deeds.

THE CUSTOM IN FREIGHTS. 

IT is difficult to discuss with accuracy the bearing of a 
judgment upon a commercial point given at a distance, and 
of which only telegraphic information has been conveyed, 
and we are therefore not in a position to enter fully upon 
the decision which, according to a telegram dated the 28th 
April, has been given by Sir EDMUND Horney, Chief 
Judge of the Supreme Court at Shanghai, with reference 
to the custom hitherto in force with regard to freight. 
The telegram states that he has decided against the custom 
which has hitherto obtained, by which the first shippers of 
goods participated in subsequent reductions made in the 
rate of freight. In the absence of any express stipulation 
to this effect, we are certainly disposed to agree with a de- 
cision contrary to this custom, which possesses many ele- 
ments in itself such as tend to make it bad from a legal 
point of view. If a contract is entered into to convey 
goods at a certain rate, it is rather difficult to understand 
that there is a custom of the trade by which this means 
that they shall be conveyed at some other rate. At all 
events, such a custom would have to be very definitely 
proved to commend itself to alegal mind. However this 
may have been, we should certainly see with satisfaction 
the whole system upon which the alleged custom rests abo- 
lished. An arrangement whereby certain shippers gua- 
rantee so many tons of cargo to a steamer in advance, and 
thus become pledged to purchase sufficient tea or silk to 
fill the space which they have chartered, cannot but be 
seriously detrimental to the interests of trade ; and, what- 
ever reasons there may have been for such a course ten or 
twenty years ago, there can be none in the present day, 
with the largely increased supply of tonnage consequent 
upon the ope of the Suez Canal. The effect of these 
engagements of freight in advance must of necessity be to 
encourage a rush of steamers prior to the opening of the 
tea and silk seasons, and thus to afford the greatest encou- 
ragement to the Chinese dealers to augment their demands. 
The astute natives are well aware that the steamers must 
be filled, and that they will be loaded with produce 
almost at their own prices, if they only hold out long 
enough; and by such a plan as that which has hi- 
therto been adopted we are working directly into their 
hands. It may be said that it is absolutely necessary for 
a merchant to make certain that he can obtain freight be- 
fore he commences operations ; but it is obvious that the 
matter cannot amount to more than a balance of probabi- 
lities on either side ; on the one hand, the probability of 
being able to obtain the tea or silk at a rate at which it 
will pay to ship it,and, on the other, of being able to secure 
the freight sufficiently low to leave a profit. In the pre- 
sent day the probability must always lie in favour of being 
able to procure the freight at a not unreasonable rate, see- 
ing the steady current of steamers now constantly coming 
and going between home and China. There is also the 
further very obvious consideration in favour of this view 
of the question, that it must be better to run a risk as to 
a comparatively small item of freight than the much 
larger one of the actual cost of the produce itself. To 
engage freight before buying produce is almost absolutely 
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to pledge oneself to purchase at whatever price the mar- 
kets may rule at, and this is certainly an unneces- 
sarily unfavourable position to take up in the present 
day. So pernicious, indeed, has the custom been con- 
sidered from very early times that we know of one prudent 
home house who made it a rule not to consign their vessels 
to their own agents in China for fear that having to 
fill the ships might induce them to enter upon un- 
favourable operations. If, therefore, the ruling of Sir 
EDMUND HOoRNBY in any way tends to do away with the 
pernicious eustom which has hitherto existed as to freight 
or even to call prominent attention to its nature, it will 
ee subject for congratulation in the interests of sound 
trade. 


PROGRESS IN CEYLON. 

THE letter of our Ceylon correspondent in a recent 
issue of this journal conveys a graphic and pleasing picture 
of the onward progress of what may probably be regarded 
as the most promising of our Eastern colonies, notwithstand- 
ca eye great drawback of an imperfect and unsatisfactory 
political constitution. Whatever cause the colonists of 
Ceylon may have for complaints against the Imperial au- 
thorities on the score of illiberality in the matter of repre- 
sentative government, it is certain they have nothing to 
complain of as regards the energy displayed by Go- 
vernor GREGORY, but they may have to question the 
wisdom of his procedure. We will not pause to 
consider whether the new Colombo Harbour will or 
will not possess the very elastic capacity attributed to 
it by our enthusiastic correspondent of “ sheltering the 
‘“‘ mercantile marine of the world, and all the British navy 
“ besides ;” assuredly it will be an admirable public work, 
calculated to advance the island’s interests. It does, how- 
ever, appear somewhat anomalous that with all this pro- 
gress, with land realising almost fabulous prices, the 
capital of the island, the seat of Government, should not 
be able to secure a supply of good wholesome water, and 
that in consequence, partly of this state of things, and 
partly of defective drainage, Colombo should, according to 
the latest advices from the island, be suffering from a 
severe visitation of cholera, which has already carried off 
several hundred of the inhabitants, and is still rife in the 
native portions of the town. Until Ceylon shall have re- 
moved this reproach from itself, it must not lay claim to 
take rank second to no British colony. We may remind 
the Government that it was only lately that it obtained, 
through the energy and ability of Mr. McCaRTNEY, any- 
thing like a census of the island. 7 

The ravages of the coffee pest of the East—“ leaf dis 
ease "—is spoken of as a visitation that has, strangely 
enough, never afflicted the coffee plantations of Brazils. 
If there be reliability on the results of recent investigations 
into this matter, the immunity of coffee trees in Brazils 
will not be regarded as anything very strange, as it is now 
pretty certain that the kindred pests of the vine, the 
potato, and the coffee plant are alike traceable to one com- 
mon cause, artificial culture, and that, inasmuch as coffee in 
Brazils is, from the sheer force of circumstances, left almost 
ina state of nature, it has, as a natural consequence, es- 
caped the attacks of leaf disease. We can understand the 
impatience of intending investors in coffee-land at the 
delay in the proceedings of the Survey Department alluded 
to by our correspondent, and the local Government will do 
well to remove all grounds for complaint on this score 
with as much speed as practicable. But as regards the 
probability of finding “ very good and very paying invest- 
‘ments among land in the old districts in the hands of 
‘“ private individuals,” we suspect that- the chances of 
doing so on terms likely to be profitable to the investor 
more than doubtful. The fact that “such properties, both 
“ cultivated and uncultivated, are always procurable at a 
“figure considerably under that paid for land in the new 
“ districts” does not, to our mind, ensure their being 
equally advantageous. If they are really such desirabte 
properties their owners will not part with them for less 
than their market value, merely because they are in old 
districts where facilities for obtaining labour and transport 
are great. If, with all these advantages, they are to be 
had as “ bargains,” we would advise intending investors to 
look well to it. 
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THOsE who remember Hong Kong in its early days, 
shortly after it was conceded to us in 1842, would hardly 
recognise it at the present time. The barren and dreary 
island, the rugged rock upon which scarcely a piece of 
sward or a single tree or vegetable could be seen, is now 
changed into a well laid out colony, with picturesque and 
convenient roads running over it in almost all directions, 
skirting its base on the blue sea and mounting up to its 
lofty peak, from whence is to be seen one of the most 
beautiful and striking views in the world. Hong Kongis, 
indeed, changed from what it was in the “good old days,”. 
and it is a satisfaction to consider that the change has not 
been only in the direction of show and ornament, but that 
the material convenience and health of the colonists have 
been also well provided for. Such, indeed, has been the 
success of the sanitary improvements which have been 
made that Hong Kong, from having the reputation of one 
of the most unhealthy colonies in the world, is now known 
to be most salubrious for a tropical place, and those well 
competent to judge attribute the improved sanitariness of 
the colony in a great degree to the planting and cultivation 
which have of late years been so vigorously carried on. 
Much of this is due to the late governor, Sir RICHARD 
MacDoNNELL, who conceived that some portion of the 
unhealthiness‘of the island was attributable to the absence 
of vegetation, and vigorously set to work to have trees 
planted all over the colony. The late typhoon unfortu- 
nately did great damage to much that had been inaugu- 
rated by Sir RICHARD, but we are glad to learn that the 
present Governor, Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY, who has been 
scarcely less enthusiastic than his predecessor in encou- 
Taging and inaugurating improvements of this nature, will 
avail himself of the opportunity which is afforded by the 
necessity of repairing the damage wrought by the hurri- 
cane to introduce additional plantations and other sani- 
tary elements. We notice with special pleasure that 
it is not only the Government which is anxious to 
improve the colony, but that private individuals are doing | 
their best in the same direction. A pleasingly-written | 
report of the last meeting of the Hong Kong Floricul- 
taral and Horticultural Society is given in the Hong 
Kong Times, and we notice with pleasure that a large 
number of ladies and gentlemen of influence in the 
colony contributed to the exhibition. We understand 
that this very useful institution was mainly promoted 
by Mr. HerBerT Macniac, who was indefatigable in 
hig endeavours to improve the flower and kitchen garden | 
products of the island. Those who read the fist of | 
beautiful flowers exhibited, and recognise among them the 
names of many closely identified with home—the smiling 
pansies, the modest primulas, the dainty mignionette, the 
gaudy dahlias, and even the sturdy old chrysanthemums, 
which give forth their half-tinted staring blossoms—the 
best they can do, if they are not so beautiful as the other 
flowers, whom at least they can distance by defying the 
early autumn frosts to which their more favoured, but more 
delicate neighbours have succumbed—can form some idea 
of how delightful a link of home association is formed by 
the introduction into our distant colony of some of the 
most beautiful of our home flora. If this were the only 
service which the Floricultural and Horticultural Society 
of Hong Kong performed, we should heartily wish it suc- 
cess ; but, as its name implies, it is devoted also to the 
more useful, if less romantic, task of improving the culti- 
vation of vegetables. As our Hong Kong cohtemporary 
says, ‘‘ Any epicure from the old country would luxuriate 
in commodities similar to those displayed,” and he then 
goes on to give the names of the vegetables now produced 
in high perfection in the formerly barren island of Hong 
Kong, and which are such as may well excite the wonder 
and envy of those who recollect how in the old days there 
was no choice between the terribly bright green vegetable 
known by the suggestive and ominous name of church-yard 
greens, and very “tinny” preserved vegetables from the 
one or two manufacturers who had entered upon a branch 
of purveying which has since been brought to so much 

rfection. A very important service rendered by this 

iety also is that it promotes intercourse between the 

sexes, and many a confirmed bachelor is brought in this way 
into the society of ladies whom he would not call on. 
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Society may go on im- 
proving yearly, and that in these days, when the paths of 
those who seek their fortunes in the Yar East are no longer 
strewn with roses, and the time of staying abroad must of 
necessity be more protracted than of yore, residence in 
Hong Kong will become no longer an exile on a barren 
rock, but made healthy with balmy breath of trees, 
lovely with scent and beauty of flowers, and the more 
agreeable by the addition to the local dinner tables of those 
vegetable delicacies whose presence is usually estimated at 
but little, but whose absence is felt as a somewhat severe 
privation, and may be of more importance than many wot of, 
not only upon grounds of comfort, but upon the far more 
serious considerations of health. 


THE POSITION IN EASTERN TURKISTAN. 

THE statement that the Chinese Government has raised 
another loan of three millions of taels, which is believed to 
be for the service of its armies in the North-West, tends 
to confirm the opinion which we expressed some time back, 
that the Ameer of Kashgar is not to be allowed to remain 
in undisturbed possession of the outlying portion of the 
Chinese Empire, whieh he has been gradually absorbin 
during recent years. This intelligence also lends additiona 
interest to some remarks by Professor VAMBERY in the 
April number of the Geographical Magazine on the present 
condition of affairs in that remote region, where the troops 
of Kashgar, China, and Russiamaintain an armed neutrality, 
and where a spark may at any moment kindle the smoulder- 
ing embers into flames. As regards Kashgar, it would 
seem by last accounts that the people, as well as the 
soldiers, are beginning to be dissatisfied with the iron rule 
of the Ameer, who himself puts his trust im the Tungans ; 
and it is chiefly this want of confidence in his own troops 
which inspires YAKOOB KHAN with respect towards the 
Russians. Of much greater importance, however, accord- 
ing to M. VAMBERY, are the latest reports from Russian 
sources about the Tungans and the movements and opera- 
tions of the Ameer. ‘“ The Tungans,” we learn, “ under 
‘‘ the sway of the ruler of Kashgar, are governed by some 
“ of their own countrymen. In Manassi and Urumtsi per- 
“‘ fect peace prevailed at the end of last year, and all com- 
“ munication with the Chinese was totally cut off. The 
“entire population in these parts is said to be in a pitiful 
“condition, owing to the exorbitant extortions of the 
‘“ Kashgararmy.” Turfan, on the south side of the moun- 
tain range, and other important posts are held by small 
bodies of Kashgar troops, and some 6,000 Tungans are 
also stationed there, the latter being continually engaged 
in predatory attacks on the Chinese and the nomadic 
Kalmuks. These Tungans are seemingly not very for- 
midable as soldiers, for there is nothing like a regular 
army among them, and “their weapons are of a most primi- 
“ tive description, eens mainly of cudgels, spears, a 
‘‘few matchlocks, and a little gunpowder.” They are 
hardly treated by the Ameer, and it is reported that many 
of them are very anxious to’ get away from the Lien. rio 
hood of the constantly threatening Chinese. The last ac- 
counts from the Chinese-Russian border territory and the 
strategically important Shi-kho show that universal poverty 
prevails there. In concluding his notes, M. VAMBERY, 
after speaking of the garrisons of the six fortresses round 
Shi-kho, states that the Chinese regular army usually lies 
in that place, and is engaged in watching the frontier. 
It is reported, he says, that a concentration, on a larger 
scale, of the regular army is likely to take place at Suzanza, 
but that otherwise the Chinese keep strictly on the de- 
fensive. That this state of things cannot last very long 
would seem tolerably clear from the rumours which have 
gained ground respecting their future plans, for it is stated 
that the troops stationed at Barkul and Kamul (Hami) 
will soon be set in motion towards Kashgar, while others 
are preparing to march against the Tungans of Urumtsi 
and Manassi. As the Chinese Government has now ob- 
tained the sinews of war, it is not improbable that some- 
thing decisive will soon transpire in connection with the 
intended operations against YAKOOB KHAN, but for their 
own sakes it is to be hoped the Chinese will be prudent 
enough to avoid meddling with the nomadic tribes subject 
to Russia. If they do not, they must inevitably go to the 
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wall, for—to quote M. VAMBERYS words—wherever the 
Russian bear has planted his paw, there the Chinese dragon 
will never find a foothold. 





I7 was lately announced that the Colonial Bishopric Fund 
Committee had given sanction for the repairs of St. Paul’s 
College at Hong Kong. As a further means of placing 
this establishment on a more satisfactory footing we 
understand that the Colonial-office have given sanction to 
the passing of a local Ordinance which will give powers to 
invest the same under fresh trustees, and at the same time 
renounce the claims and jurisdiction which Government 
possessed under the old regime. Bishop BURDON will, of 
course, be the chief trustee, and this probably will form 
the nucleus of the Bishop’s settled occupation, for it 1s 
clear that not having been granted a legal status (si- 
milar to his casi Bishop of Victoria, he has no 
jurisdiction over the chaplains in the various ports of 
China, and consequently must be in an awkward position. 





NorTHING definite has transpired as to the course that 
Government intend to pursue in regard to the late attack 
on the Western China Expedition, but it is tolerably cer- 
tain that no fresh movement will be made until next year, 
by which time the responsibility of the late attack will 
we trust be fixed on the Chinese Government and satis- 
faction obtained. Opinion gains ground that the KING 
‘of Burmah was not implicated. Our relations with Bur- 
mah are now undergoing a thorough revision, and may end 
in an increase of territory under British Rule. 





WE understand that the plans of the proposed new 
Praya at Hong Kong, to replace the damages caused by 
the late typhoon—which are now under the consideration 
of the Colonial-office—will include an extension of some 
fifty feet, to be reclaimed from the sea. The proposal is 
that the leaseholders should have the benefit of this exten- 
sion, in consideration of bearing their quota of the cost of 
the new Praya. We believe that the proposed new Govern- 
ment Hospital is likely to be settled and proceeded with 
shortly. 





WE regret to announce that the Burmah Steam Com- 
pany, owners of the steamer Pyah Pekhet, have withdrawn 
from the action instituted against the Board of Trade for 
damages sustained by the detention of that vessel.

THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 

In compliance with an order of the House of Commons, dated 
April 6th, the Report of the British Museum for the past year 
has just been issued, comprising, beside’ some accounts and re- 
turns of visitors, a statement of the progress made in the arrange- 
ment of the collections and an account of the objects added to 
them in the period named. We observe that the following ad- 
ditions have been made to the various departments from the Far 
East. Mr. Consul Swinhoe’s name, it will be seen, is, as usual, 


eae prominent in connection with curiosities of several 
8. 


Under the head of Oriental Manuscripts, we find that four 
Japanese MSS. have been acquired, of which Mr. Satow, of the 
Yedo Legation, presented a “ Journal of the Japanese Mission to 
Europe, in six parts, folio,” and a “ Japanese Novel with minia- 
tures, quarto.” Dr. Campbell, of the Siam Consular Service, pre- 
sented “a large Buddhistic work, written on palm leaves in the 
Pali language and Cambodgian character.” 


A large number of objects has been added to the Department 
of Oriental Antiquities, but the only noticeable acquisition from 
the Far East is Judge Goodwin’s present of a “ wooden board of 
a coffin, on which is painted Merartef worshipping Socharis.” 
To the Medieval Antiquities there have been added : — 
An elaborately carved Chinese glass vase, imitating in colour 
@ sapphire; an ancient Chinese jade vase, found in a 
tomb near the Great Wall of China ; a Chinese steatite seal, 
which belonged to Commissioner Yeh (J. T. V. Hardy, Esq., 
donor) ; a Japanese bronze mirror (J. P. G. Smith, Esq.) ; anda 
model of a boat made in cloves, from the Asiatic Archipelago, 
and a Chinese shirt of rattan, both presented by Mrs. Butter- 
worth. The Christy Collection has acquired some “ objects from 
Ladakh” (Dr. Aitchison), enamelled Chinese mirror and sceptre 


(A. W. Franks, Esq.), and a Chinese seal 
Esq., F.S.A.). ¥a) nese seal (John Henderson, 
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Numerous additions have been made to the Department of 
Zoology, of which the following are the chief acquisitions from 
the Far East, arranged under the various headings. Mammalia. 
—Twenty-three specimens from Northern China, collected by 
R. Swinhoe, Esq., F.Z.S. Birds.—A series of twenty skins of 
rare species of Birds of Prey from Northern China, collected by 
the same; a collection of 125 skins from Labuan, presented by 
R. B. Sharpe, Esq.; and the Type of a new Pheasant ( tps 
bulweri) from the interior of Borneo, presented by his Excellency 
the Governor of Labuan, and named after the donor. This, we 
are told by Dr. Albert Giinther, the Curator, is one of the most 
interesting additions that have been made for some years past 
to our knowledge of birds. It is a bird rather above the size of 
a common pheasant, and with skinny wattles on the naked head, 
which are probably of a bright blue colour during life. The 
body, which is entirely of a deep black colour (each feather 
having a glossy margin), terminates in a long lyre-shaped snowy- 
white tail Reptiles.—Thirty-four specimens from Chefoo, col- 
lected by R. Swinhoe, Esq., F.Z.S.; fifteen specimens from the 
western Hills of Peking, presented by 8S. W. Bushell, Es7.,M.D.; 
and thirty-four specimens from Java, presented by G. Lyon, Esq. 
Mollusca.—A series of 194 minute forms of shells from the 
Japanese Seas, all new to the collectien, and of special interest 
as having been described by Mr. A. Adams (purchased). Crust- 
acea.—A series of thirty-two specimens from Chefoo and Shang- 
hai, collected by R. Swinhoe, Esq. nsecta.—A selected series 
of 124 Hymenoptera from Japan, presented by Frederick Smith, 
Esg.; twenty Coleoptera from Ceylon (Major Parry); a selected 
series of 555 specimens of Moths, collected by Mr. Wallace at 
Sarawak (purchased). Radiata (and Vermes).—Eleven species 
of Annelids from Ceylon, described by Professor Grube of Bres- 
lau, presented by E. W. H. Holdsworth, Esq., F.L.S. 

In the Department of Botany we learn that the following col- 
lections, among others, have been either entirely or in part in- 
corporated in the General Herbarium :—The plants of Aden, 
collected by Dr. Hildebrandt ; of Hong Kong, by the Rev. James 
Lamont ; and of Japan by Mr. Hughes. The additions under 
this heading are not numerous, and we only notice two acquisi- 
tions from the Far East, both presented by the Rev. James 
Lamont, viz. (a), General Herbarium. Phanerogamia, 506 species 
collected on the Island of Hong Kong, and (b), Structural Series, 
a Collection of Fruits from Hong Kong. 

In conclusion, we may remark that the catalogue of the Chinese 
books in the Museum, to which reference has been made on pre- 
vious occasions in these columns, is making good progress to- 
wards completion, though the work has evidently proved more 
troublesome than was at first contemplated. The printing of 
this catalogue, we are told in the Report before us, has pro- 
ceeded as far as the heading San ; from this it will be seen that 
much still remains to be done. ° 








POSTAL SERVICES IN THE FAR EAST. 

By the last mail we have received Reports for the year 1874 
from the Postmasters-General for the Straits Settlements and 
Hong Kong. 

Mr. Trotter reports that the returns of the postal revenue for 
the Straits are satisfactory, the total receipts being $117,443 in 
1874, against $106,933 in 1873. The money-order business has 
also increased, there being an increase from £1,748 in 1873 to 
£3,786 in 1874 on the United Kingdom, while the local money- 
orders exceed those of the previous year by $1,648. Mr. Trotter 
reports that satisfactory arrangements have been completed for 
the introduction of a lower rate of postage, with free delivery at 
each end of prepaid letters, &c., exchanged between the Straits 
Settlements and Hong Kong, China, &c. The experiment of es- 
tablishing sub-post offices in the Province of Wellesley has been 
found satisfactory, and two additional sub-post offices have been 
opened there. Arrangements have been made with the P. and 
O. Company for a parcel post service between the Straits and the 
von Kingdom, which was to come into force on the 1st April 
ast. 

The report of Mr. F. W. Mitchell of Hong Kong shows that 
the revenue during the year 1874 has diminished as compared 
with that of 1873 to the extent of over $5,000. This is attri- 
buted tothe general dulness of trade. The revenue tothe Colony, 
after deducting expenditure, has, however, amounted to $23,000, 
which, with the reimbursement from the Imperial Government, 
makes a total of over $29,000 in favour of the Colony. The 
following facts of interest are noticed in the report :—Under the 
new contract with the P. and O. Company there has been an 
acceleration of the outward English Mail Service. The average 
time occupied in conveying the Mails from home was also less 
in 1874 than it was in 1873, by both the English and French 
Packets. The shortest time in which a mail was delivered in 
Hong Kong from London by British Packet v4 Brindisi 
was thirty-five days, and the shortest time in which a 
mail was delivered in Hong Kong by French Packet wd 
Marseilles was thirty-eight days. As regards the Homeward 
Mails, Mr. Mitchell observes that one mail sent from Hong - 
Kong by French Packet vid Marseilles was delivered in Lon- 
don in thirty-five days and two in thirty-six days, whilst by 
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the British Packets vd Brindisi the quickest time occupied 
was thirty-eight days on three occasions. Correspondence from 
China now reaches Sydney more quickly via Singapore than it 
did by the old route via Point de Galle. The Pacific mails to 
San Francisco now leave only monthly in place of fortnightly, 
as formerly. A sad chapter of aceidents is recorded in para- 
graph 12 of Mr. Mitchell’s report. No less than six steamers 
with mails on board were lost during 1874, namely, the French 
mail packet Vil, with the local mail and those from home for 
Japan ; the United States mail packet Japan, with the mails 
from Japan and America for Hong Kong, Macao, Canton, Swa- 
tow, Amoy, Foochow, and Manila, and those for the Straits and 
Endia, as well as the private steamers Sunfoo and Albay, with 
mails for Hong Kong from the Straits and Manila respectively, 
and the Mongol and Visayas, with Hong Kong mailsfor Yoko- 
hama and Manila respectively.

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juxtaposition with the Chinese territury, where duties are levied ; and 
will occur so long as there are customs laws on one side and a large 
population with strong inducements to break them on the other.” Be- 
fore reading the correspondence we might safely come to the conclu- 
sion that the Chinese merchants and junk-owners on the one side, and 
the Chinese authorities at Canton on the other, had real grievances to 
allege. With a free port as a base of operations, and a thousand miles 
of coast and some eighteen ports within easy reach, there is sure to be 
a very thriving contraband trade amongst the Chinese merchants ; and 
the authorities are equally sure to make more or less vigorous and cer- 
tainly not over-scrupulous attempts to put it down. If we fancy the 
Isle of Wight in possession of the United States or France, and Cowes 
declared a free port, from which goods were poured into the country 
by a swarm of bold and adventurous smugglers, we may understand 
the kind of exasperation these operations would excite in the pre- 
ventive service and in the Government defrauded of ita revenues. Of 
course the foreign Government in the Isle of Wight or the merchants 
under their protection, might tell us to look better after our ports or 
to lessen our duties, and that our remedy for smuggling lay in our 
own hands, as the Chinese are told now and have been often told 
before. But we doubt whether any British Government would wil- 
lingly submit to a perpetuation of the evil. That revenue cruisers 
should often seize their prizes within the line defined by treaties as 
dividing the jurisdiction, and harass trading vessels honestly intending 
to enter a legitimate port and pay its dues, or sail away to some coast 
over which the Canton authorities have no jurisdiction, is, as Sir Arthur 
Kennedy observes, inevitable. The question for a Government to con- 
sider is how a state of things importing into the relations of two Powers 
all the elements of national hatred and conflict may best be remedied. 
The merchant’s panacea—simply warning the Chinese Governm ent off 
and telling them to keep to their own coasts, so that the colonial traders 
may be practically free fromall interference—is palpably worthless. Some

OUR RIGHTS AND DUTIES IN CHINA. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

Under the sensational heading of the “ Blockade of Hong Kong” one 
of our contemporaries has called attention to an “ important Blue-book”’ 
recently presented to both Houses of Parliament. Jt is “a correspond- 
ence relating to the complaints of the mercantile community in Hong 
Kong against the action of Chinese revenue cruisers in the neighbour- 
bood of the colony.” And the subject is undoubtedly one of sufficient 
importance, and would be so even if the way in which it has been 
handled by the various contributcrs—merchants and authorities of 
both nations—did not invite further consideration. It may appear a 
emall matter that certain Chinese merchants should claim the Queen's 
protection against their own country’s revenue cruisers. But if the 
action of the Canton authorities extends, as alleged, to the seizure of 
junks in our own waters, and otherwise harassing and interfering with all 
Chinese vessels entering or leaving the port, Sir Arthur Kennedy, the 
Governor, may reasonably say ‘that there are strong feelings and large 
interests to be guarded against and considered on both sides.” And 
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The first or so-called opium war was the consequence of the persistent 
efforts of foreigners to introduce the drug into China by maintaining a 
fleet of vessels in the Chinese waters near Canton. Then, as now, the 
foreign, and chiefly the British, merchants held thesame language. “With 
smuggling we have nothing to do. We sell our goods to the Chinese, 
and if they smuggle that is not our affair.” In like manner came “ the 
Arrow war,” and all that followed. It originated in the abuse of our 
flag by a fleet of hybrid vessels called lorchas, manned by Macao Portw 
guese, Malays, British, and a mongrel class of Cantonese and Fokien 
sailors—the worst of their kind—who got letters of registry without 
difficulty from Macao or Hong Kong, and under the protection thus 
obtained perpetrated every possible iniquity from piracy to smuggling. 
In vain the Chinese authorities protested, meanwhile endeavouring to 
protect themselves as they best could, until at last one of those hard- 
headed and hostile Chinese who sometimes exercise power in the pro- 
vinces seized one of these dubious vessels in the port of Canton. We all 
know what followed. So it has been with Hong Kong from the begin- 
ning, and so with Macao. For many long years both were notoriously the 
haunts of pirates; there their vessels were refitted, their plans arranged, 
and their plunder sold. That it was possible until lately for such ships 
to find shelter and outfit in the harbour of Hong Kong is one of the 
grievances still rankling in the hearts of Chinese rulers; and yet our mer- 
chants would urge the Government to turn a deaf ear to the complaints of 
annoyance and loss inflicted by the confraternity of traders located in 
Hong Kong, who make that colony the bésis of smuggling operations 
against which no power of repression or self-protection on the part of 
the Chinese can avail without the loyal co-operation of our own Go- 
vernment. But not only has the Governor, Sir Arthur Kennedy, 
courage enough to brave the unpopularity of advocating such a course 
—he has no hesitation in stating his opinion that the shortest and best 
remedy for disputes that have gone on for years endangering our re- 
lations with the Canton Government is the recognised establishment 
of a branch of the Chinese Foreign Inspectorate at Hong Kong itself 
—a course which is at present substantially though clandestinely prac- 
tised and acquiesced in by those Chinese merchants residingin thiscolony 
who desire to avoid trouble and the rule of seizure and squeezing by low 
officials outside the harbuur limits. This, we should think, must be some 
satisfaction to our late Minister at Peking, who in 1869 made a similar 
proposal one of the chief features of the Convention, with a view to cloa- 
ing a source of danger and abuse in our relations with China. Indeed, 
it was this proposal to allow a Chinese Consul to reside in Hong Kong 
which most excited the oppusition of the Chambers of Commerce and 
British merchants, and eventually prevented ratification. Now these 
gentlemen are informed by the Earl of Carnarvon, in his despatch 
to the Governor of the colony, that no substantial argument could 
be advanced against entrusting to a Chinese Consul in Hong Kong 
the privilege of collecting from junk-masters the receipts for export 
duty levied in China, and issuing to them similar receipts for duty pay- 
able on account of importations into China ; and that the practical ad- 
vantages resulting frow this arrangement would more than compensate 
the colony for the inconvenience which has been apprehended from 
the appointment of such a functionary. His Lordship concludes by 
expressing a hope that Sir Arthur Kennedy will be successful in his en- 
deavours “to remedy a state of things which exposes the colony to the 
imputation of giving protection and encouragement toa contraband 
trade, and keeps up a feeling of irritation incompatible with the peace- 
ful and friendly relations which Her Majesty’s Government is desirous 
to maintain with China.” Grave and significant words these, which 
the colonists and merchants of all nations who make Hong Kong their 
home will do well to mark as the announcement of a policy which the 
Government is determined to carry out. The Consul at Canton, the 
Governor at Hong Kong, Her Mnjesty’s Minister at Pcking, and the 
two Sceretaries of State for Foreign Affairs and the Colonies, are in 
entire accord in upholding the principle so well put by the Consul, 
that “if smuggling could by any legitimate means be prevented from 
being a source of distrust and alarm to the Chinese Government, it 
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was of more importance for our general interests than any local advan- 

es based on principles of doubtful integrity would or could afford.” 
Of one thing the merchants may be assured: whether the Chinese 
Government may really aim at crippling the trade or destroying the 
property of the colony, as alleged, or not, they can never cease to desire 
such a result while they are compelled to maintain a costly fleet and 
service to protect their revenue, and while they have just reason to re-

or Chinese outlaws. While that feeling lasts, it can only be power 

that is wanting to deal with the foreign traders and colonists as enemies 
to be swept from the coast.

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England on the 5th inst. The amounts allotted were: 
—To Calcutta, £280,000; to Bombay, £410,000; and to Madras, 
£10,000. Tenders on all the Presidencies at 1s. 93d. will receive 
about 12 per cent., above in full. The demand for remittances 
has thus pney fallen off. 

A general meeting of the shareholders of the Colombo Gas and 
Water Company is convened for the 12th inst., when the directors 
will submit the report. At present the operations are confined 
to the supply of gas, and this, as in all Oriental countries, is re- 

rded by the bulk of the population so much as an article of 

uxury, instead of, as in Europe, a necessary of life, that the pro- 
gress of gas companies has ever been slow at the commencement 
of their career. It was thus in Hong Kong and Singapore; it 
was even so in Calcutta and Bombay. The directors of the 
Colombo Company are, however, in a position to assure their 
shareholders that the turning point has at length been reached, 
that the number of burners has increased during the twelve 
months by twenty-five per cent., and that a dividend of 7 per 
cent. may be paid the holders of preference shares. They also 
“ think it well to add that, if the first half-year’s working in 
1874 had been equal to the last, there would have been a profit 
available for a dividend on the ordinary shares.” Under these 
favourable circumstances, it is not too much to anticipate that 
the working of the current year will enable the directors to de- 
clare a dividend on all the company’s shares. Ceylon is espe- 
cially a progressive colony, and Colombo, its capital and seaport, 
is destined, at no distant date, to become a port of call for mail 
steamers in the Eastern seas. Its breakwater is making pro- 
grees, and there is little doubt that within two years from the 
present time steamers will be able to anchor in tolerably smooth 
water within the first portion of this great public work. The 
gas company will share in the general prosperity of the 
capital, and have every reason for congratulation that it com- 
menced operations at such a seasonable time, and under such 
favourable auspices. 

The report of the German Union Telegraph and Trust Com- 
pany (Limited) states that the total receipts for the year, in- 
cluding £69 brought forward, amounted to £12,816, and the 
working expenses to £720, leaving an available balance of

Mesers. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.’s Monthly Circular says :—Busi- 
ness during the past month has been entirely restricted to the imme- 
diate wants of the trade, and the market has in consequence been very 
quiet and occasionally dull. The demand has been almost exclusively 
for the lower grades of Tsatlee at 12s. 6d. to 13s., and manufacturers 
and throwsters have supplied themselves as they wantei; for the 
better classes there has been very little inquiry, and beyond an occa- 
sional sale on the basis of 15s. 6d. for Blue Elephant, and 16s. 3d. for 
Chin Jan, there have been no transactions worth noting; prices of 
Tsatlees, however, remain everywhere unchanged, while Taysaams of 
the coarser grades are even a shade higher on account of scarcity.

It is our intention to illustrate or describe the most artistic and representative:
